The following message was received from His Excellency, the 
Governor, through his private secretory, to-wit: | 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 


Your assemblage at the Capitol of the State, in pursuance of 
the requirements of the law, and in accordance with the forms 
of the Constitution—clothed with the high powers of legislation, 
touching the present and future prosperity of our common 
country, presents a suitable occasion for the expression of our 
gratitude to the God of the Universe, for the blessings of health, 
peace, prosperity and the abundant harvests, with which, through 
the dispensations of His kind providence, we have been blessed 
during the past year. 

Coming as you do, fresh from the bosom of the people, imbued 
with the brightest and latest confidence of your constituents, 
and being guided, as I have no doubt you are, by an enlightened 
perception of their several desires and interests, would seem in 
a great measure to dispense with the duty enjoined on me by the 
constitution. The duty, however, being enjoined on the Chief 
Magistrate, and that the Legislature may, at an early stage of its 
session, have a general view of the condition of the affairs of the 
State, [ proceed to give you such information of the State of the 
Government, and to recommend to your consideration, such 
measures, as in my judgement, are deemed necessary and expedi 
ent at the present time. 

Since the adjournment of the last regular session, the late 
long continued depression and embarrassment of financial affairs 
throughout the civilized world, has reached to, and passed by, 
what we may have much reason to hope, and even believe, its 
finalcrisis. During the fall and winter of the year, A. D. 1842, 
and the past spring, prices of every description of property fell 
to the lowest Point, perhaps ever known? in the history of our 
country; but since that time prices have continued steadily, ` 
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though slowly and gradually toadvance. Business has revived 
Its. revival has not been effected by fortuitous circumstances, or 
by speculative Operations, or by expansion of a paper medium of 
currency; nor is it believed by me, to be owing to any act of 
jegislation of this State, or of the United States, or even of any 
portion of the world favorable to commerce. It has been effected 
(in my opinion,) by the natural order of things. Necessity has 
imposed on the votaries of idleness, prodigality, baseless specu- 
lation, banking and gambling, habits of industry and economy: 
Hence the revival of business, is the natural result of industry, 
economy and time, which have (aided by the Bankrupt Law) 
swept otf a large portion of the debts and embarrassments of the 
people, created by the disasters of past idleness, prodigality, 
gambling and banking operations. Industry, economy and time 
have also accumulated, at the various considerable coinmercial 
points, in safe hands, operating in the regular and natural chan- 
nels of commerce, a large and unexampled supply of sound me- 
talic currency, and has conducted a reasonable portion of such 
currency into the pockets of industry, there to remain without 
danger of depreciation, until desired to be used in the common 
transactions of life. We have good reasons to indulge the hope 
that the revival of business, and the prosperity produced in the 
community thereby will be permdnent, and to felicitate ourselves 
upon,the dawn of a new, important and even glorious era in 
commerce and finance. We have but one serious obstacle, now 
apparent, that can arrest, in any limited period of time, the re 
turning current of our prosperity, that is the limited and delu- 
sive opinion, which appears to prevail, with a great majority of 
those who would (if they do not) govern the world, that they 
can advance the interests of the people in the respective coun- 
tries in which they live, by manacling commerce with protective 
tariff laws, and prohibitory impost duties. We may expect 
with perfect certainty, the periodical recurrence of speculations, 
fluctuations: and disasters, that will convulse the civilized world, 
until we adopt universal free trade, or seriously approximate 
thereto; that is, to an unrestricted barter or exchange, of the 
surplus productions of one country for the surplus productions 
of another. By this course of the trade, the wants of all, will be 
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supplied ‘in the: cheapest manter; arid commerce, currency and 
credit'will be -éstablisHed in natural and 'permanent channels. 
The fact is to be:regretted; that the Government of the United 
States; recürring to the protective policy, which is regarded in 
all other countries, as-one-of the most odious features of aristo- 
cratic and despotic power, and held in utter abhorrence by the 
great mass of the people, has lately (as has also nearly every 

important power:of Europe, except England) jn the convulsive 
struggle to throw off the embarrassments of the times, increas- 
ed restrictions on trade, and has re-enacted tariff laws more 
rigorous, oppressive and intolerable; than any which have here- 
fore existed in the United States. 

The usual avocations of the people ‘of the State and Federal 
Union, have not been disturbed by war, either foreign or domestic, 
for a series of years. On this account, as a nation, our destiny 
has been peculiarly fortunate. There must be some substantial 
cause for our exemption from intestine war, while, in most other 
countries, that fatal scourge to good order, and to the great bodv 
of the ‘people, has been so long and so often felt. 1 attribute 
our good fortune, in this particular, to the moral and intellectual 
acquirements possessed by the American people. Intestine 
commotion is an unerring evidence of the existence of an 
oppressive government, and points with unfailing certainty 
to the prevalence of a bad social system, or an imperfect po- 
litical organization. Our revolutionary fathers, by a single, 
though long protracted and bloody, yet signal and glorious 
struggle, established a free and republican form of government, 
and left their descendants, the people who should follow after 
them, at perfect liberty to mould, at will, their own system of 
civil polity. This form of government and this liberty are in- 
valuable inheritances to every lover of civil liberty, and equaiity 
of rights. It is the imperative duty, of the lovers of civil, poli 
tical and religious liberty who inherit these inestimable blessings, 
and more especially those, in whose hands the administration of 
such government is from time to time placed, to perpetuate the 
inestimable blessing in all time to come. 
^ This important and critical, yet pleasing duty, devolves upon 
you, as the representatives of a free people. The measures by 
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which free government can be-established.and most successfully 
perpetuated are questions of great magnitude. . Speculative 
writers, on the nature and proper elements of free gcvernment, 
have agreed, that civil rights and political power can only be 
safely extended to the mass of any people, when general intel- 
ligence and pure morality have been widely diffused, and exert 
a controling influence. Then moral and intellectual education 
are the means and the only means, by which free government 
can be perpetuated. 

In the State of Mississippi, every free white male person who 
has attained the age of majority is armed with the right of suf- 
frage.—The fundamental law, and therefore the general legisla- 
tion of the State, have all been made to present a similar aspect; 
they each regard all men as equal, and seek to extend to all, an 
equal portion of power in the arrangement and conduct of pub- 
lic affairs. In such a system of government it is obvious that 
education combining both moral and intellectual culture, is a 
matter of primary public interest, which requires and even de- 
mands the assistance and fostering care of the government of the 
State. Educationin republics or free governments, is not mere- 
ly the ornament of the political edifice; it is the foundation on. 
which it stands. Indeed it is demonstrated by reason and expe- 
rience and by the history and science of government, that edu- 
cation is the basis, the main pillar and brace which supports, 
maintains and perpetuates republican government, and that 
without education, the fair and ever to be adored fabric of free 
and republican government, must crumble into ruins, and must 
crush in its disastrous fall. not only those, who, in false and fatal 
‘security, have taken up their abode within it, but also, may blast 
. forever, the last prospect of the votaries of liberty and free gov- 
ernment throughout the world. Then, education is indispensable 
to free government.—I am satisfied beyond: reasonable doubt, 
that the wide diffusion of moral and intellectual education exten- 
ded to the masses of the people of the United States, and the con- 
troling influence which the same exerted over their actions and 
conduct, not only established, but also perpetuates the civil polity 
which has so long and so hapily prevailed in ES Federal and 
State Governments. 
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The conflicts of opinion and thecollisions.of apparent adyerse 
interests which do and forever may be expected to arise, under 
our form of government, extending as it does its dominion over 
a large and extended territory and a great variety of pursuits, 
have in the United States. hitherto been adjusted by enlightened 
public opinion, exercised through the medium of the elective 
franchise and the tribunals established by the constitution 
and laws of the land. Even the occasional threats of armed 
resistance to alledged wrongs, which have occurred in the United 
States, have uniformly been condemned, by an enlightend and- 
dispassionate publie judgement always speedily and happily sup- 
pressed and terminated without destructive conflict. Far differ 
ent is the history of our neighboring republics. There the 
fierce civil wars that have raged and still continue, with unabat- 
ed fury, arising, as I suppose, from their attempt to reconcile 
order with freedom, among people, (be great mass of whom are 
uueducated, ignorant and immoral, presents to the mind a stri- 
king contrast to the peaceful and more eminently successful: 
means by which all the legitimate ends of good government have 
been accomplished and perpetuated by the people of our repub- 
li. In my opinion the difference in the progress of the two 
people, inhabiting the same continent, will be found to have its 
origin in their widely different moral and intellectual education. 

I consider the establishment of schools and the promotion. 
thereby of education in the United States, to be the only success- 
ful mode of perpetuating the present form of government, and 
that the adoption of this mode is as imperative a duty up- 
on ‘the administrators of the Federal and State Govern- 
ments, as is the duty to support and. maintain the constitutions of 
the respective governments. Without the promotion of education, 
free government from its nature and: ingredients, and being 
founded upon morality and intelligence, eannot be successfully 
maintained. 

The government of the United States has not been unmindful 
of the important duty enjoined on it by the form of the govern- 
ment, as to the subject of education. That common free schools 
might be established and the education of the youth might be 
promoted, the United States has donated, or at least reserved, 
in all the new states, to the people of each township one section 
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Of lend, ind for the: purpóse: Gees gue Sait of 
schools, for'instaniée, Colleges arid a University; it has Tade tife 
al donations: > The “United Séng ‘having’ perfirmed Ti pal, 
with sore show; &t least’. of ‘liberality; it now 'Temains* for? this 
state tó consummate thé Stiet Work: It is deles to éent LU 
promote education’ without: -Sore cost. * *Edacation ` is diüportant 
to’ the private interests of. due éisen atid is a vital ‘principle: and 
an indispensable ingredient in a republican "fori of government, 
and cannot, frorn its natuyé, ‘be obtained without} ü 'Cost ' in some 
measüre corresponding toits: utility dnd yalüé.

good citizeris, and especially ‘the, votaries of, freer: governmenti-- 
There en great number of individuals .in ,thts.state;. who aré 
uneducated. The cénsus returns:.of-the year A:.D..1840: show 
that at that time, there’ was,about one fifteenth’ ofsthe:‘whole-fiee 
white population of the state who had,.passed) the age of:twenty 
years, who could not-read and write. - This must.inipose a pang 
of regret on the reflections of Ae philanthropist:and patriots: 

I suggest to the legislature the propriety-of:alterihng the sys: 
tem (if it canbe called a systèm as it now exists in‘this.state) and 
of remedying the crying evil: of:neglecting: the education .of the 
youth of the state; and also the!propriety of: extending -pecunia 
ry aid tothe system adopted. «It is:the solemn convictionsipf my 
mind, that it is one of the -highest and most imperative. duties. en- 
joined on the legislature, without delay, to establish: a, general 
system of education in the'státe and to support that’: system with 
pecuniary ‘did from thé state. I feel that: it^ isan? iinpefative, 
high and sacred duty, enjoined: “upon mé by: my official 8 Station, 
to present the subject of education in strong ‘terins, - ‘to the-eors 


Seren of the guias Although the suggestion may bo 
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considered rash, even indiscreet, by some, yet as this message 
will in all probability, be the last official ‘act which I shall have 
the honor to perform in the legislative councils of the state, I fee 

‘under the’ most sacred obligations to present the subject, so as 
not to be misunderstood, and to urge its consummation. I there 
fore cheerfully make the suggestion and fervently hope that it 
may be carried out. 

As a mode of establishing schools and promoting education in 
the state, I suggest to your consideration the propriety of estab 
lishing a common and primary free school, in each and every 
inhabited township in the state, under the direction of the law, 
and the Boards of County Police of the respective counties, of 
such other persons as may be designated by the law—for six! 
months in: each year at least, and of levying a tax on the per 
sons and property of the citizens of the state sufficient to defray 
the reasonable expenses of such schools, when added to the pro- 
fits arising from the school lands in the respective townships.— 
It is universally admitted thatieducation should be promoted. It 
is desirable fhat this should be done in the cheapest successful 
manner. Ihave suggested this mode believing that it will pro- 
mote education more successfully and at a lessexpense than any 
other mode. I would not presume to contend that the mode sug- 
gested, is without objection, but J flatter myself that objections, 
which may be urged with apparent force and justice, will yield 
upon investigation. 

‘As I apprehend that the great pbjection. that will be urged 
against the mode suggested, will be owing to its cost, and the 
burdens which it wouid impose on the people, I would antici- 
pate such objection and presume to controvert it. Iam free to 
admit, in the outset, that the people of the state at present, labor 
under heavy burdens. I shall contend and endeavor to demon- 

strate that it will not increase the burdens of the people, but on 
the contrary, that it will diminish. them. ‘This objection would 
be removed, if the amount voluntarily contributed by the citizens 
yearly for the purposes of education could be accurately ascer- 
tained; this however cannot.be done. I conjecture that the ag- 


gregate contributions of the citizens both within and without the 
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state, would greatly exceed a milliom of dollars per year and that 
one half or more of the amount is annually expended in this 

state. Dy reference to the census returns of the United States. 
of June, A. D. 1840, we have ‘some data from which to ascertain 
the number of persons subject to tuition from their age; and by 
estimating the cost of that number, by the ordinary rates of tui- 
tion. we can come to a correct conclusion what that number of 
students should cost annually. ` We find by reference to such 
census returns, that the number of persons in the state, who are 
over five years of age and under fifteen years, and who on ac- 


count of their age, should be seholars or students at school, is . 
49,886. Upon the supposition, that the tuition of each of this 
‘number costs one dollar per month, and $12 per year (which is 
a very low estimate) the aggregate tuition of the whole, would 
amount for one year to $598,632, and for six months, one half 
of that sum, amounting to $299,316. This shows pretty accu- 
rately what has been, or at least what should have been the 
amount of tuition for the year and for six months, and therefore 
what the voluntary contributions of the citizens did or should, 
heretofore have amounted to. In the mode suggested by me, 
upon the supposition, that each county in the state contains twen- + 
ty inhabited townships and upon the additional supposition that 
it would require $400 for each year, when added to the proceeds 
of the school lands of such township to defray the expense of a 
school in each township, and one half of that sum ($200) for six 
months of each year, (which is a large estimete, and would pro- 
bably defray the expenses ofa school in a majority of the town- 
ships for one year,) the number of schools would be 1,140, and 
would cost annually a tax amounting to $456.000-and for one 
half of that time (six months) for each year, one half of that 
amount say $928,000. Upon this hypcthesis it will be found, ` 
that the mode suggested by me will furnish 1,140 schools per 
year at $142,682 less cost than te present system does, or 
should if the pupils or persons who shouid be, are educated, and 
would: furnish the same number of schools for six months of each 
year at $71,316 less costthan the present mode. Besides the 
mode by me suggested would reduce tuition from $12 per year. 
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to a fraction over seven dollars per year. Then the mode sug- 
gested by me would, instead of increasing the burdens of the peo- 
ple, greatly - diminish them. If so none would object to the mode, 
who would not desire thé burdens of the people to be con- 
tinued. 

Others may urge other objections for instance, that taxes 
would be imposed on some without a corresponding advantage.— 
This may be true in a penurious and limited sense. Itis true 
that some would have to pay school tax, who have no children 
to educate. This would be an expense without profit, to some 
extent, but in an enlightened and just view ofthe subject the 
whole community, as well those who have not, as those who 
have children to educate, would be benefited. Education diffus- 
ed extends protection to the life, liberty and property of theciti- 
zens,by causing peace, quiet and stability in the government, 
this besides guaranteeing liberty and making life more desirable, 
enhances the value of the property of the citizen greatly beyond 
the amount of tax required to defray the cost of education. 

Some additional advantages would be attendant on the mode 
suggested, and which would not and perhaps could not be en- 
jsyed withoutit. For instance, education would be brought with- 
in reach of every citizen, many of whom from their local situa- 
tion (although able to pay ordinary tuition) could not without 
the mode suggested, enjoy the advantage of schools. "The great- 
est advantage that would attend the mode suggested, is that it 
would bring education withia the reach of the poor, who are un- 
able otherwise to obtain the benefit of education. By the free 
school mode suggested, education is extended to the children of 
the poor man, whether sach man is poor by misfortune or other- 
wise, to the children of the bereaved poor widow, be the cause 
of her poverty what it may, and last though not least,to the de- 
serted and disconsolate poor orphan. The free school system, 
like republican government, considers all equal and educates 
allequal. ltextends its enlightening influence to the youth of 
the country, rich or poor, upon principles of perfect equality.— 
It malfs the youth of the country, both the rich and the poor, 
moral and intelligentalike,and makes them alike worthy and 
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useful citizens. It.therefore qualifies alike the’ rich and the. 
poor, when, they attain to.the age of majority. and take ‘upon 
themselves the duties of citizens to manage, ‘conduct ‘and :admin- 
ister their government upon principles of equality, and to exer- 
cise equal power, enjoy equal benefits from their government. 

I flatter myself with-the opinion, which to me is very consol- 
ing, that if you establish a system of common, and primary free 
schools, that you will promote education in the state -and that you 
will at the same time.reduce the burdens which now heavily op- 
press the people. Should you effect these great. and very desir-. 
able ot jects of promoting education and of reducing the burdens 
of the people, I also flatter myself that the time is not very re- 
mote, I fervently hope that each of you may see the light ofthat day 
when the rich and the poor, with one voice, whén your country’s 
voice will consider you the greatest benefactors of the age, and will 
thank you, even bless you for your most noble of all efforts.— 
The most enviable position, the highest honor and the most en- 
during immortality, attached to the names and - memory of our 
Revolutionary warriors, statesmen and sages for their struggle 
inobtaining by force from the hands of tyrants and establish- 
ing the blessings of a free and republican form of government.-. 
The next grade of honor is in reserve and will wreath the brow 
of those, who are most active efficient and successful in perpetu- 
ating that inestimable blessing. In connexion with the subject. 
of common and primary free schools, I would call to your con- 
sideration the propriety of extending the necessary assistance of 

thestate, to the higher grades of schools, that is to Academies : 
and Colleges, (of both public and private endowment, A and-to the 
State University. Iam inclined to the opinion, that it is a duty 
imperatively enjoined on the legislature to put the University in- 
to succeessful operation without unreasgnable delay, and in the 
mean time to collect and secure to it the funds which properly 
belong to it, and which at the present, are as I fear and regret to 
say,in a hazzardous condition. I would not be understood, however 


here as yielding up the common school system for the success of 


higher grades of schools. d ? 


Under the provisions of the late'act of the legislature, entitled 
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“an act for the collection and investment of the Seminary Fund" 
approved July 26th, 1843, I tendered:the'office of Commissioner 
of the Séminary Fund to George A. Thompson of Yallobusha 
county, who adviséd me that he would accept the same. He: ‘has 
not as yet qualified and taken upon himself the trust, op account 
of the sickness of himself, as I have since been. advised. Iex- 
pect however that he will qualify in a short time. 

The financial condition of the State Treasury claims your at- 
tention. The State Tréasury is still subject to pondérous debts. 
The principal debts of the state consist of the funded warrants 
of the Auditor on the State Treasurer and the outstanding war- 
rants of the Auditor on the State Treasurer, and the first instal- 
ments of the bonds of the state issued under the provisions of the ` 
charter of the Planters Bank-of the state and the interest which 
has accrued on said bonds for several years past. lam unable 
to state accurately the amount of the liabilities ofthe state, owing 
in part to the deranged condition of the books in the office of the 
State Treasurer, caused by the neglect, defalcation and embezzle- 
ment of the late State p eacorer. Richard S. Graves, and to the 
fact that no account has heretofore been kept at’ the Treasurers 
office, of the state bonds issued on account of the Planters Bank 
and the interest accruing thereon—such account’ having been 
kept by the Planters Bank. I would here state that the present . 
State Treasurer has so arranged the books of that office, that 
the same when brought up, will present the liabilities of the 
state accurately except as to the bonds of the state and the inter- 
estthereon. The assessment of taxes for the year A. D. 1842 - 
including the licence of Retailers, Hawkers and Pedlars and 
Brokers so far as the returns have been made to the Auditor's 
office, amounts to $316,120 .63. The assessment A. D. 1843, so 
far as returned, amounts to $307,770 773 These amounts will 
be slightly increased “when the residue of the assessments are 
edded. ‘These assessments ate subject to heavy deduction for 
the cost of assessing and collecting, for the appraisement of 
lands and for insolvencies. Lam not able to say what the nett 
annual revenue ofthe state will‘amount to, under the present 
revenue law. Iam however satisfied beyond dpubt that the re- 
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venue under the present law, is not sufficient to pay the current 

expenses of the state and the debts of the state as the same fall 

due. ; 

It is not only an act of good faith in the state, but it is also, as 
I consider, the interest of the state, to discharge the debts now 
due, in the shortest practicable period and to provide means for 
the payment of the debts not due, by the time the same fall due. 
It is a matter, in my opinion, of the first utility and importance, 
that all the just demands against the state should be brought to 
par and made equal to gold and silver. ‘This can be done, by 
providing means to pay the acknowledged demands sgainst the. 
state and not otherwise. 

The means which the state has to pay its debts, aside from a 
resort to taxation, consists of the sinking fund created by the 
charter of the Planters Bank and the interest which the state has 
in the stock and effects of the Mississippi Rail Road Company. 
I am admonished from the past and present history of banking 
institutions, that the sinking fund and the stock and effects ofthe 
Mississippi Rail Road Company, form a frail dependence for the 
payment of debts. I however consider it the imperative duty of 
the legislature to resort to the most prompt and efficient mode 
within the scope of its power to bring the connexion of the state 

“with these institutions, to a final close, at every hazzard. 

I would be wanting in discernment and sincerity to contend that 
the present revenue of the state, and the amount which’ may be 
realized from the sinking fund, and the interest which ihe state 
' has in the stock and effects of the Mississippi Bai! Road Compa- 

“ny will discharge the acknowledged demands against the state, 
as the same become due, and should in good faith be discharged. 
It will require energetic measures and time to obtain any thing 
of value from these receptacles of financial prodigality, the Plan- 
ters Bank and the Mississippi Rail Road Company. 

I consider the warrants of the Auditor of Public Accounts on 
the State Treasury, which are outstanding, and the borfds of the 
state, issued on account ofthe Planters Bank of this state, with 
the interest thereon, debts of this state, created within the forms 
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end ba the permission: of the fundamental law of the state, and 
that good faith to the state’s efigagertient and to her creditors as 
well as to the constitution, requires that the same shal! be paid 
when due, or at least without unreasonable delay. 

.. The bonds of the State issued under the charter of the Plan 
ters? Dank, and the interest thereon, forma ponderous item in 
the liabilities of the State. I had the honor of a seat in the 
House of Representatives, when the law was passed which au- 
thorized the issuance and negotiation of the greater portion 
($1,500,000) of these bonds. I then considered the project a 
reckless adventure, and therefore recorded my vote against it. 
It was, however, the pleasure of those who were at that time in 
the councils of the State, and who had the power by numbers: 
and as I believe, by. authority of the constitution, to pass the law. 
The Legislature having the power, and having passed the law 
according tö the forms prescribed in the constitution. I feel (not- 
withstanding I voted against the law,) that it isthe act of, and ob- 
ligatory on my government, and therefore obligatory on me and 
every citizen of the State, as well those who were then citizens 
at the time, as those who have since become, or shall hereafter 
become citizens. A person by becoming a citizen of a State, 
thereby voluntarily consents, asa member of the community, to 
take upon himself all constitutional engagements of the State. 

Had the passage of the law authorising the issuance of these 
bonds (as was the case of the law by which the bonds issued and 
sold on account of the Mississippi Union Bank,) been prohibited 

_ by the constitution, the question would be wholly different, and 

the law void, at least so far as the State is concerned. 

To support and preserve from violation the fundamental law 
of the State, is the duty, and should be the cherished object of all, 
and is a subject which appeals with pleasing and unrestricted 
force, to the pride, honor and patriotism of every good citizen. 
The constitution is the bulwark, the aggregation of all the rights 
of the citizens. It is the charter of the citizen to property, to 
life, to liberty and to honor. It therefore imposes on the citizen 
the paramownt duty, not only of obeying its behests, but also of 
preserving it from tarnish or violation. 
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This principle has keen most nobiy sustained by the citizens 
of this State, as evidenced in the two last general elections. -As 
evidence, the citizens have not been seduced from the support 
and preservation of their fundamental law, altho’ powerful efforts 
for that purpose have been brought to bear. So far from being 
recreant to that duty, they have given evidence that in: prefer- 
ence to withdrawing their support, and thereby repudiating the 
constitution, they chcose to continue their support to their con- 
stitution and to repudiate all engagements entered into in viola- 
tion of its provisions, regardless of .the high, yet unauthorized 
functionaries, who entered into such prohibited engagements;— 
A duty on the citizen next to, if not equal in grade to the support 
of the fundamental law, is the protection and preservation of the 
faith and credit of the State, in contraets or engagements of the 
State, which are entered into according to the forms, and by the 
authority of the constitution. ‘To protect and preserve untarnish- 
ed the faith and credit of the State, in contracts legitimately en- 
tered into by the State, 1s no more nor less than the sapport and 
preservation of the constitution of the State. ‘Therefore the 
preservation of the faich.and credit of the State, should be the 
cherished object of all. It is a subject which should appeal to 
the pride, honor and patriotism of all geod citizens. Public faith 
is the aggregation of that principle of common justice and com- 
mon honesty; which imposes on us the paramount duty of pay- 
ing a just debt. The preservation of the faith of the State invio- 
late, frequently requires great sacrifices on the part of the citi- 
zens, (as will be the case of the payment of the Planters’ Bank 
bonds,) hut when such sacrifices are incurred m the preservation 
of a high mcral principle, without which, neither society nor go- 
vernment can long exist, we should brook the sacrifice without a 
murmur. In protecting the faith of our State by paying govern- 
mental debts, we most frequently pay the heavy penalties of the 
past folly and prodigality of reckless public agents, as will be 
the case with us when we pay the Planters’ Bank bonds. How- 
ever, when we have sustained, the penalties of. folly, by surren- 
dering up à portion of our property to pay these bonds, we have 
the consolation of knowing that we thereby only sustain the ex- 
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penise of preserving a ‘prineiple which guarantees greater secu- 
rity to the remainder, and thereby enhances its value. 

It may be urged with the powerful force of truth, that by the 
payment of these bonds, a portion of the property of some (even 


many) will be yielded up, (and therefore sacrificed to them) who l 


never enjoyed any benefit from the money borrowed. But the 
force of this apparently real objection, is rendered powėrless, 
from these simple facts: 1st, that we are all citizens of the 
same State and government, and that the acts performed by our 


governmental agents within the scope of their constitutional au- ` 


thority, whether such acts be for weal or for woe of the com- 

mon wealth, are, from the nature of our government, the acts of 
all. by having, at least, our implied assent: 2d, that those who 

loaned the money are not responsible for its application by our 

agents. Ifthe money was borrowed by the State in good faith 

atid by the authority of the constitution, and t' e consideration 

of the debt cannot be questioned, then it becomes a debt of the 

State, and good faith, alike to the States" engagements and te 

the constitution, requires that the same shall be paid by the citi- 

zens of the State as sn aggregate community. If by the acts of 
our agents, the loss of the money borrowed in whole orin part, 

is the result, tt is certainly a misfortune of the State, and can 

afford no plausible excuse or even pretext, to withhold payment, 
from those who, in good faith, loaned their money to the State.. 

I would not be understood as advocating or urging the payment 

of State debts, and the preservetion of the faith and credit of 

‘the State, that the State may be enabled to borrow money again. 

I have ever been opposed to borrowing money by the State, for 

any purpose. Many of the States of this Union, and this State 

‘among the number, have been taught a sad lesson on the subject 

of borrowing money for banking purposes, or even purposes of 
internal improvement. I would urge the payment of State debts 

on much higher and more noble principles, upon the principles ` 

of protecting and preserving untarnished the faith, credit andi 

‘constitution of the State, and upon the principles of common hona 
Sets, i and eternal Ji, 
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The people of the State of Mississippi are brave, generous and 
just, yet jealous of their rights and honor, both pérsonal and 
- political. They dare to do any thing that isright and just, there- 
fore they have, without sordid and avaricious influence, dared - 
to disown and to reject, or fo use a more common expression, to 
“repudiate” the bonds issued on account of the Mississippi Union 
Bank, the act authorising the same being vicious and prohibited 
by the constitution, notwithstanding the act was passed, and the 
engagement was entered into by functionaries of the State, who 
arrogated to themselves that they were the agents of the State, 
in that behalf, and had authority to pass such.act, and to enter 
into such engagement. Therefore they have dared to preserve 
. the constitution from tarnish, violation and repudiation. To 
such a brave, generous and just, and at the same time so enlight- 
ened a people, I look with an abiding confidence that the faith, 
credit and constitution of the State will be supported and pre- 
served with an integrity and promptness which will endure the 
teat of scrutiny and time. 

I believe that the Planters’ Bank bonds were created by the 
functionaries of the State within the scope of their constitutional 
power, and by permission (at least) of the constitution itself. I 
therefore consider that the same form a debt against the State, 

and that the protection and preservation of the faith and credit 
of the State, and the principles of the fundamental law from vio- 
lation and repudiation, require that the same shall be paid by the 
State. I consider that the refusal to pay said bonds would tar- 
uish the principles of the fair fame and credit ofthe State, and vio- ` 
lateand repudiate the constitution, To averttheseevils, and to do 
substantial justice, I submit to your consideration the propriety of 
raising from the sinking fund, created by the charter of the Plan- 
ters? Bank, and from the stock and effects of the Mississippi Rail 
Road Company, if the same be practicable, and can be promptly 
performed, and if not, then by taxation, a sum of money sufficient 
to pay the instalment and interest now due on said bonds. 

I am advised that the question of taxation is a delicate subject, 
especially the subject of increased taxation. However delicate 
the subject may be, it (in my opinion) imposes itself on the peo- 
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ple ofthis State. If I am not greatly mistaken as to the charac- 
ter of the citizens of the State, questions of dollars and cents have 
no influence on their conduct, when in contrast with their honor, 
„personal or political, and that the question of increased taxa- 
. tion will be met and cousidered with cheerfulness. 

It is admitted that it is aj unpleasant duty to part with our 
property or to be encumbered with oppressive taxation for the ` 
past folly and extravagance of our public agents, but such ap- 
pears to be the fate of the people of this State. I however con- 
gratulate you and the country, that the people are at this time 
in a great measure, relieved from the oppressive taxation of a 
banking system, which, in my opinion, was infinitely more grind- 
ing and oppressive,to the great body of the people, than will be 
the tax to pay the just liabilities of the State. 

The revenue system of the State, as at present arranged by 
law, is not (as I conceive) the best that could be desired.— 
In my opinion, the ad valorem system of taxation as to property, 
accords more strictly with the principles of justice, than any 
other. Good government protects every species of property and ` 
its value, whether such property has a real or ideal value, jus- 
tice, it would seem, requires that every species of property, in 
consideration of the protectiou it receives from the government, 
should contribute according to its value, to the support of the go- 
vernment which protects it." The greater porti" n of the proper- 
ty in the State, subject to taxation, is taxed according to this 
principle, but a portion is taxed by a different mode and opera- 
tion, very considerable in value, is not taxed at all. All negro 
slaves between five and sixty years of age, are taxed the same, 
whether of the same value or not, and negro slaves under five 
yearsofage and over sixty, are exempt from taxation. Plate 
aad other furniture of great value, is not subjected by the present 
law, to any tax whatever. I would recommend a resort to new 
objects of taxation, and would include as such new objeets, negro 
slaves under the age of five years—p/ate, and every description 
of household furniture, and every other species of property of 
either real or ideal value. I would tax each species of property 
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according to its value. I imagine this would augment (he réve- 
nue of the State considerably. 

Intimately connected with the finances of the State, is the sub- 
ject of the retrenchment of the expenses of the State. In éon- 
templating the expenses of the different departments of the State 
government, | find no expenditure connected with the Executive 
or Legislative departments, which appear to be very exorbitant. 
When we turn our attention to the judicial department, we find 
that the administration of public ju. tice costs the people of the 
S'atea vast sumannually. The expenditure on account of the 
judicial department of the government of theState, for salaries of 
officers alone, ataounts to a sum falling but littie short of $70,- 
GOO perannum. This, in my opinion, is a greater expenditure 
than the public service in this department requires. lam satis- 
fied that the expenditures in this department, ad mit of being re" 
duced, at least one-third, without detriment to the publie service.. 

For the purpose and as a mode of reduction I would suggest 
the propriety of amending the Constitution, in such a manner as 
to abolish the separate Superior Court of Chancery, and confer 
chancery jurisdiction on the circuit courts. I would recom 
mend the repeal of the Jaw establishing the Vice Chancery Court, 
and the reduction of the nurnber of Judicial districts, to seven at 
most. This would increase the labors of the circuit court Judges- 
As their labors would be greatly increased I am inclined to the 
opinion that justice and the faithful administration of that 
branch of the public service would require their salaries to be 
increased to $3,000 per annum. This with the reduction of the 
district attorneys, to seven, would reduce the expenditures of this 
branch-of the government for the salaries.of judicial officers alone 
to an amount of between $25,000 and $30,000 per annum. — 

The last annual report of the inspectors of the Penitentiary j js 
herewith submitted for your consideration. The annual report of 
the inspeetors for the year A. D. 1842 is lost or misplaced, which 
prevents me from submitting the same also. I would remark that 
these reports are extremely unsatisfactory so far as the same relates 
to the financial affairs of the institution. The report for the year 
A. D. 1842 represented the institution as having made a large 
profit to the State for that year, say a sum between six and seven 
thousand dollars. The report herewith submitted represents the 
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institution as having caused a loss to the State for the year A; D. 
1843 of upwards of $15,000. I do not hesitate to say that neither 
of the repoits show with any certainty the financial condition ofthe 
institution at either of the periods. 

I submit for your consideration the letters of Allen Jones, as to 
the cost of machinery therein refered to. It is a matter well 
worthy of your serious consideration whether the interest ofthe State 
would not dictate the propriety ofiatroducing such machinery and 
the establishment of a manufactory in the State prison. 

Should you determine to introduce such machinery, it is a ques- 
tion of grave importance whether it would not be prudent to locate 
the institution at some point at which water power, to propel the 
machinery, could be obtained—as also other necessary materials, - 
at a cheaper rate than can be done at its present location. 

I am inclined to the opinion that the law regulating the institu. 
tion is radically defective. The superintendant is the only offieer 
connected with the prison who gives bond to the State. By the 
bond of the superintendant, he is in effect, responsible to the State 
for the acts of the assistant Keeper, and all other officers connected 
with the institution, who have possession of its effects in any man- 
ner. [ would suggest the propriety of confering power on the 
superintendant to appoint the assistant Keeper, and all other officers 
and guards, except the inspectors. lam inclined to the opinion 
that the superintendant should be authorized by law, to take bond. 
and security, either to himself or the State, from the assistant. 
Keeper, and all other officers, for the faithful performance of their 
duties, and to remove or dismiss them at pleasure, upon finding 
them incompetent or unworthy. 

It is a matter worthy your consideration, whether the intercst 
of the institution would not be advanced, by the appointment of a 
salesman, to take charge of the manufactured aiticles as the same 
are completed in the prison, and to make salethereof Perhaps 
this duty could be performed by the clerk of the Penitentiary.— 
And in furtherance of this object, whether it would not be advisa- 
ble to have a store house and place of sale withoutthe walls of the 
prison. | 

It is a question of grave consideration whether the instruction of 
the convicts in the ordinary mechanical arts, is not attended with 
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pernicious effects. ‘The creation of com petition in mechanical arts, 
by an increase of the number of mechaics, is nat injurious to the 
community or any portion thereof, the injuries seem to be the deg- 
radation into which such course brings mechanical avocatións.— 
The course, at least, places the avocations of a large indispensible 
and worthy class of our citizens, whose avocations have cost them 
considerable ‘time and labor, and often money, upon'à level with 
those whose avocations are forced upon them by their crimes, and 
as the results of the penalties of the criminal law. I suggest (if 
the suggestion bo practicable and comports with the interests of the 
institution and the State,) that the convicts be placed -at some busi- 
ness which would be equally profitable to the State, and which will 
not atthe same time degrade the regular, upright and worthy me- 
chanics and their indispensable avocations. Iam aware that this 
is an important, as well as a delicate subjeet—I, nevertheless, sub- 
mit the same for your consideration and action. | 

The Mississippi Rail Road Company has, or had some time 
since, a large portion of the scrip for stock in the Planters’ Bank, 
issued under the provisions of the transfer act. ‘T'his circumstance 
shews that the State has indirectly an interest in the liquidation of 
the affairs of the Planters’ Bank. Lam advised that the Planters’ 
Bank, afier having run its reckless race of loaning money, as au- 
thorized by its charter, borrowed (without the authority scope or 
design of its charter, as I suppose) a large sum of money from the 
United States Bank of Pennsylvania, has conveyed its effects to 
assignees or trustees for the purposes of liquidation,as made known 
by the deed of assignment. I have been favored with the perusal 
of the deed of assignment. From a slight and brief examination 
of its provisions, I consider that vast powers are confered on the, 
assignees which endanger the interest of the State, and a creat ma-- 
jority of those who have an interest in the bank. Iam inclined to 
the opinion that if the assignees are possessed of the ordinary 
financial skill which usually appertainsto bankers, and at the same 
time, are so inclined, that they may under the provisions of the 
deed, continue themselves in their places as assignees, and enjoy 
their salaries for twenty years or longer, and in the mean time con- 
vert the entire effects of the bank to their own purposes, through 


- 
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- the medium of their salaries and other means SSES for in the 


deed. 

- The indirect interest which the State has in the Planters’ Bank 
requires:of the Legislature investigation and prompt action, so far 
as its power exists. If the State shall stand stili and await the final 
liquidation of the affairs of the bank by the assignees under the. 
provisions of the deed of assignment, I would be inclined to appre- 
hend that the rights of the State would be postponed to a remote ` 
period, if not indefinitely. I would recommend the passage of a 
law providing for the appointment of commissioners on the part of 
the State, and those interested in the bank, to liquidate its affairs, 
to revive the franchise in favor of such commissioners for purposes 
ef liquidation only, and also oust the bank of its corporate franchise. 
And I would also recommend that the law should provide for the 
filing a bill in Chancery, to set aside and to cancel the deed of as- 
signment, and-annul the conveyance for all its purposes, if such 
course should be found necessary and practicable. I am inclined. 
to the opinion that however honest and fair the design of the con- 
veyance may have been, and however devoid of fraud in fact, the 
mind of those who made the assignment may~have been, that yet 
the deed has on its face certain badges of hardship, injustice and 
fraud in law, which may require a court of Chancery to decree 
that it shall be cancelled. 

In obedience to the provisions of the aet of the 26th February, 
A. D., 1842, accepting certain provisions of the act of Congress of 
the 4th September, 1841, I herewith submit a communieation from 
Henry Hamblin and William Peery, two of the commissioners ap- 
pointed under the provision of said act of the Legislature of the 
26th Feb., 1842. also submit for your consideration the report, 
as made to me by the commissioners appointed by me to select and 
locate a quantity of land equal to one-thirty-sixth part of the land 


. contained in the Chickasaw cession within this State, in lieu of the 


sixteenth sections in said-cession. ‘The commissioners for these 
services respectively have been engaged for the past two years. 
The examination of these lands under these commissions is a very 
laborious employment, and can onty be performed in the fall and 
winter seasons without great danger of sickness. For these, and 
perhaps other reasons, these portions of the public service have 
progressed quite tardily. 
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It is a question. well worthy of your consideration, whether the 
present law relating to the selection and location of these lands 
should not be amended, I would recommend that an additional 
number of commissioners in each commission should be appointed» 
and that each commissioner should have power to inspect, select and: 
make locations without the aid or action of the others. By this 
"course, the respective lands will be located within a reasonable time, 
and withont it, they will not. | 

I submit for your consideration and action, Resolutions ünani- 
mously passed by the Legislature of the State of Alabama, on the 
subject of admitting the Republic of Texas into the United States. 
The people of the State of Alabama appear to be fully advised of 
the utility and propriety of the annexation of ‘Texas to the United 
States, and have through their resolutions given unequivocal evi- 
dence of their opinions and desires. I unite in opinion with the 
people of Alabama. in believing that the annexation of Texas to the 
United States, is not only indispensable to the institutions of the 
southern States, but also to the peace and commerce of the whole 
Union. In-connection with these resolutions, I submit for your 
consideration the address of a citizen of the Republic:of Texas. 

I submit, herewith an-account shewing the amount of mon- 
ey drawn from the State Treasury, on account of the contin- 
gent expenses of the Executive Department, for the yeais A. D., 
1842 and 1843, and the objects for which the same was expended. 
Several just claims on the contingent fund have not been presented 
and therefore remain unpaid. Considering that the law only con- 
templates that the Executive shall have a Private Secretary during 
the session of the Legislature, I have not felt authorized by law 
to apply the contingent fund to the payment of clerks for services 
in the Executive Department, although I had the pem of my 
predecessor for so doing. 

I submit an account current, shewing the amount of money 
drawn from the State Treasury under the provisions of the 99th 
article of the appropriation act, for the year A. D., 1842, and. the : 
objects to which the same was applied. "The wholeamount of the 
appropriation was drawn by me, and was not sufficient to pay the 
outstanding charges against the contingent fund. 

In the discharge of my duty, I have to recommend to your consid- 
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eration’, such: measures 'as'T deemed expedient and proper. It re- 
- mains for. your better judgitrient to approve or ‘disapprove. ' 

About to retire from a participation in'the" affairs of the State 
government, and indulging the fond and confident hope that a hap- 
py destiny: awaits ‘our beloved State, I invoke of you the spirit 
of concession-and compromise, and of the Great Ruler of the 
Universe to impart wisdom -to the councils of the State, and to in- 
“fluence your deliberations, that whatever you do,may redound to the 
"welfareióf our State and beloved country. s

To His Excellency, T. M. Tucker, 

Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

Theundersigned, Inspectors of this Penitentiary, respect 
máke the following-report: 

_ It is;proper; perhaps; in'the very'outset-to apprise your Ex- 
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cellency of the reason why this, our “annual-report,” is made on 
the second instead of the first Monday of ES ee month as 
is required of us by the statute: . 

By a reference to the statute H. & gH. D | 791, zeng? & 39,. 
you will perceive that theagent is required both to close-his an- 
nual account, and to transmit his report to the Inspectors, on the 
4th Monday of November. This, i in practice, is found. te be. be- 
yond his power; the business. of the Penitentiary having to_pro- 
gress on account of the current year up to.the 4th Monday; the 
books requiring then, and thereafter to be so adjusted as to com- 
prehend the whole; and the account to be subsequently. made 
out from them; to say nothing of the taking of inventories off 
stock, and tools, &c., which is a work -of time and labor, makes. 
it tmpraeticable fcr him strictly to comply with this requirement. 
We have found it necessary at the close of each fiscal year to. 
grant him further time to complete and submit his report to us, 
which, being to some extent a basis for our own, compels us also. 
for afew days to transcend the period allotted us. 

We would therefore respectfully suggest a change in this. res- 
pect, giving to the superintendent at least a week between the 
time of closing his business transactions fox the year, and that 
of laying his report before the Board of Inspectors. 

We would further, as a matter of convenience and great expe- 
diency in the business of this institution, suggest another change, 
conforming the Penitentiary to the common year; making. its. 
business to. close on the last day of December, and requiring: the 
agent toreport to the Inspectors on, or before the sixth day of 
January nextensuing. The annual report of the Board of In. 

spectors could then within a few days be laid before either the 
. Governor or the committee-of the Legislature on the Peniten- 
tlary. 

The difficulty in the way of the Superintendent abote: alluded 
to, may reasonably be expected to increase with the enlargement 
of the business of the institution. 

With respect to the present state and condition of! the ` prison, 
we have littieto say in addition to our. communication made by 
request, to:your:Excellency.on the 27th June last. — Our views as 
to the salubrity of its location and the. salutary -effécts of ihe 
diet, regimen and discipline herein enforced xpon'thé health of its. 
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innate, Feiain ünchànged: Only-one death has occurred from 
diseasé' within the ‘past year, which fact, taken in connection with 
the ‘depraved habits and ‘diseaséd condition of many at their en- 
trance, Speaks well for the location and management of the institu- 
tion iii this respect. In our fast annual report, mention was made oe 
the defects, as we conceived, in the original construction of this pri. * 
son, relative to warmth in the winter season. No provision was 
made for ‘warming, or even drying the almosphere, either in the 
cells, cr the space intervening between the tiers. A temporary 
expedient of stoves withing the area between the rows of cells, 
has by order of the board ‘Been resorted to, with limited success. 
Such as it 1s, however, we are persuaded it has wrought very ben- 
eficially upon the health and comfort of the prisoners, and upon 
the interests of the institution by preventing so great a loss of 
timé as formerly occurred from temporary diseases occasioned by 
cold and.dampness among the prisoners. 

The insufficiency of the walls, and the eost of guarding them 
were mentioned in our communication above referred to, and 
need not here be repeated... We‘would only remark that we have 
hid already too many prools of the necessity of raising them 
higher. As at present they area continued source of temptation 
to ‘the convicts, to attempt escape. In fact they do not even pro- 
tect the institution from the incursions of robbers from without. 

Your board would before this time have ordered the building 
of a hospital for the sick in accordance with the permission of 
the Legislature; had they not been persuaded for many reasons, 
that it could not result so beneficially to the institution as the 
adoption of a different plan, contemplated in the construction of 
existing buildings, and which we respectfully suggest should be 
carried out. The upper story of the main building is well adap- 
ted both to the comfort and entire security of sick prisoners, and 
some of its apartments were originally designed for this purpose. 
They are at present occupied by the families of the Superinten- 
dent, and assistant Keeper. We think that ifa neat and tasteful, ` 
thougliecohoimieal: building; whieh need eost little more than one 
for hospital, were: eréeted on the grounds fronting the main 
building ofthe Penitentiary, for the use of the family of the Su.. 
perintendént, and liis present apartments were eonverted' into a 
hospital; the éonvenience, eomfort and security of all, would be 
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promoted far more (han they are by. the, present arrangment. 
Should this suggestion,. which, for; reasons. more .nnmerous . than. 
we. have space to enumerate or. feel, bound to. make, be. carried 
out, we would recommend further, that a definite, portion « of 
ground be set apart and enclosed. for the use of the Superinten- 
.dent as his garden, &c., nd cultivation and produets c of which to, 
be exclusively for hisown account, and to be kent distinct from 
the residue pertaining and belonging to the prison, . “and to to. be 
used only for its support. * " .- 
It has appeared desirable to this board, for reasons given, in. 
our communication to your Excellency above referred to, that 
the Penitentiary should. have its articles, manufactured for, sale, 
exposed to purchasers, more immediately within the business 
portion of our town. We make no doubt, the wisdom of, the 
Legislature will lead. them to the proper conclusions on /this şub- 
p Some ade have been made by both the agen: and the 
sight have under existing regulations, in renard to the bond of 
the agent, have deterred us from putting itin practice... `. 
It has also been in contemplation since a very early period of 
the past year, to introduce a Tannery and. wool carding machines. 
within the prison walls, but fears of transcending.our powers, 
have caused us to defer for more explicit legislative sanction, these. 
objects, otherwise desirable, as eonducing to the pecuniary inter- 
ests of the institution and the convenience of the community. 
Some preliminary steps have been taken in regard to both. 
The necessary buildings are in part built, though.no expense be- 
yond this has been incurrred, except the procuring of bark for 
the tannery, which can easily be sold without. pon if that project. 
is ultimately abandoned;. = 
As you will perceive by each and all our. communications to; 
your Excellency, this Board' has constantly aimed at a diversion, 
. of the convict labor from the ordinary mechanical branches.to 
some department.of manufactures not coming so.directly. in col- 
lision with the. interests , of that class of our..fellow,- citizens. 
Our views are: fully exposed i in former reports,which;have nat as;

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The average. of the sick list may, appear rather high after the 
accounts heretofore given of the heal ithfulness of tha. prison and 
the sanative effeets of the diet and, regimen. herein administered, 
It is accounted for, however, by the fact that many, enter:the pri- 
son with _constitutions impaired. by a previous life of. dissipation 
and irregularity, the subjects of diseases, which time and. medi- 
cal aid alone can remove. More than one third of. those now.in 
confinement have been admitted during the- past fiscal. year of 
the prison, and come, in several instances, under the. charagter 
above given. 

Itis not to be denied, lbweven ‘thet the diseases, SQ. general 
throughout the country during the past summer, invaded Also the 
confines of this prison. First the influenza, and afterwards. the 
common fevers of the more advanced, season, did occasion much 
sickness for some time, and deranged very materially. the busi- 
ness of the institution. To these indeed, in connexion with the 
small pox in February, which prevented the sale of our farming 
implements, and the incessant.rains which have interfered sọ se- 
riously with the operations of the brick yard, are attributable, as 
causes, much of the loss which characterizes (he business trans- 
actions of the past year. Only one convict has died of disease, 
the other death having occurred from the performance of what 
the officer who occasioned it, no doubt considered under the cir- 
cumstances, his duty. 

The behavior of the convicts in general is good, and with one 
or two exceptions as to individuals, punishments are Yare.. The 
report of the Chaplain to us is very encouraging, and his views 
of the salutary moral influence of the discipline and. instructions 
here afforded, fully confirmed as they are by the Superintendent, 


will we think be a cause of high gratification to. your, Excellen- . 


cy, to the Legislature, to the advocates of the Penitentiary. sys- 
tem, and to the friends of moral reform in general. Much utility 
in this respect is ascribed by him to.a small library, of moral and 
religious books introduced by order of this Board early in;the 
past year. The necessity of such a measure, and its known good 
effects elsewhere in, prisons, with the conduct of which your 
board were.personally acquainted, were so, apparent as to leave 
no doubts of its propriety and expediency here, if well managed. 


Its prime cost was fifty dollars, which amount - We até: sure has 
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been, mote “that watè ‘tp alréady to the ‘State, in the increased in ` 
dustry, subordination, improved manners; and cheerful devotion 
to their dutiés of ‘the conviéts, since its introduction. Our “ Re- 
gister of crimes and punishments” which 18 carefully kept; -and 
regularly reviewed by us, affords the most convincing pr oof of 
these things. T hese books ate sought after with ‘avidity, and 
that portion of the time of the prisoners which would otherwise 
be employed in vicions scheming, discontented brooding, or list- 
less idlehess, i is now most ape employed in advancing their 
moral and intellectual culture. . 

he éscape mentioned in the above statement, is a recent one, 
and was occasioned mainly by thedeficiency in the fastenings 
of: the upper. tiers of cells, the extent of which was not fully ap- 
préciated, tho’ it had frequently been pointed out by us. This 
defect in the cell, however, would not have sufficed for his escape 
had the-outer walls afforded a proper obstruction. They were 
scaled by a very simple’and easily constructed appliance, which, 
so Jong as ‘they remain of their present height and form will 
always answer such a purpose. We think that if these walls 
wére raised only a few feet higher; and the top were then cover 
de'in with a roof, and eaves projecting with a smooth ceiled sur- 
face beneath, some two feet within the wall, the present founda- 
tions would still suffice, and the purposes for which they were 
built be attained without the heavy and perpetual expense of 
guards upon them.- 

We would very respectfully submit to your Excellency the 
propriety of asking the legislative sanction in behalf of this in- 
_ stitution, not on!y so far as to the modifications and improvements 
in and about its own premises, which have been already men- 
tioned, ‘but, that the Superintendent may be allowed to contract 
with the commissioner of. public buildings for the enclosing, gra- 
ding, : laying out and planting the grounds arourd the capitol, or 
to periorm any other work which the public improvements may 


- require. This, together with necessary work on the prison walls ' 


—the building of a . house for the Superintendent or hospital— 
the.erection, or completion of buildings for machinery, &c., 
should the Legislature determine to introduce it, will afford occu- 
pation, such as is at present very desirable, as a means of diver- 
ting the labor of the convicts intoa new, and unexceptionable 
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channel, preventing ` the still. further aceumalation of quannfae: 
tured articles, already too large. quu 
As respects the pecüniary condition of this institatiom and. its: 
transactions of this character, during the past year, this Board 
have to regret a degree.of inability which they cauld not reason- 
ably have anticipated, in making a clear and satisfactory exhi- 
bition. The absence of the Superintendent at this time, alto- 
gether unexpected as it was by us, renders it impracticable, with- 
out further explanation by him, ofthe very indefinite and incom- 
Plete report which he has submitted, to do him justice in the pre- 
mises. We can, therefore, only subjoin a general statement taken 
from the Clerk's books as closed oii the 27th ultimo, leaving the 
report of the agent to us, (herewith accompanying and to which. ` 
we beg your Excellency’s reference) to account,so faras it will, 
for the balance hereon appearing.

This exhibit of Superintendent, as. will. be perceived, shows 
a very different state of the finances from: that above, and in 
fact itis due to him to explain that some heavy balances, due 
from last year to officers and others, but paid this year, and in- 
cluded among the current expenses on the. Clerk's books, and 
in the above statement should form an item of credit against the 
lalanee. Also the sum of $4015 00, the amount of the current 
account of the State with the institution for 1843, should be pla- 
ced to the credit of the institution, so far as it is made for'per- 
manent improvements. For the reasons above given, we are 
unable to specify the precise amount. It will unquestionably 
be found by the report, and inventories of the agent to the Au- 
ditor (when made) that the amount of property now on hand 
belonging to the institution is greater than at thé close of the 
preceding year, both in the department of manufactured aiticles, 
and in that of stock, furniture, &c., in use and for manufactures 


Further than this, we are unable at present to. elucidate tho-hea- 
vy balance which appears against the institution.

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CHAPLAIN'8 REPORT. is 
To the Board of Inspectors of the Mississippi State Penitentiary 
"GENTLEMEN: 

I have continued to preach and lecture ` oit the Scriptures to 
the convicts, as my manner has usually been, and must say, 
that I have the present year met with more-than ordinary en, 
couragement. The conduct of the convicts during divine service 
is respectful, and many appear to be deeply interested in those 
things that relate te their salvation. We have many evidences 
of a change for the better. Many are anxious to engage in re- 
ligious conversation, and seem resolved to try to understand the 
Scriptures better, and to profit by the knowledge they gain. 
During the past year,six have publicly professed faith in the 
Redeemer, and have been baptised; besides others, who have, or 
professed to have experienced a change of heart; some relying 
‘on their infant baptism, and others feeling a reluctance to be 
baptised while in the prison. ,Since I have been Chaplain I have 
baptised thirteen, and I do not think that number more than half 
of those who profess faith in, and attachment to the Saviuor. 
Exclusive of those who have been baptised, thirty-one ` have 
promised me that they will lead a different and better life for the 
time to come than they have heretofore done. Unless lam very 
much mistaken, there is, and has been a gradual reformation 
working among the convicts. Through the politeness of the 
worthy Keeper, Maj. Weir, I have free access to the convicts in 
their cells, and have often been delighted to hear them ask ques- 
tions whereby to gain a more perfect knowledge of the Holy 
Scriptures, and to express their firm resolution to lead a differ- 
ent and better life than they have heretofore done. Much of 
the reform already accomplished, is owing-to that humane, ju- 
dicious and excellent resolution passed by your Hon. Board, 
granting them a small library, from which they have drawn 
books at once both interesting and instructive, on the subject of 
morality and religion. Ever since that library was granted, I 


have seen a marked change for the better. I must acknowledge, 
that I have preached to no congregation of the same number ' 


where I anticipate more good being done than to the convicts in 
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the Penitentiary. The friends of the Penitentiary system have 
thus far realised their most sanguine expectations. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. uu 
To his Excellency T. M. Tucker, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

Str: At the close of the last fiscal year I addressed a commu- 
nication to the. Board of Inspectors, calling their attention to 
the frequent occurrence of disease among the convicts during 
the winter months. Believing the cause to arise from the coid 
and humid atmosphere of the prison, I suggest the propriety of 
adcpting some plan by which it could be warmed, and the atmos- 
phere thereby corrected. In the construction of the walls of 
the cells, no provision had been made for the introduction of 
heat, and if was therefore suggested that stoves introduced in 
the area between the two departments of cells might answer the 
purpose. This expedient was adopted, and although the, difu- 
sion of heat throughout the building is not as general as could be 
desired, yet it has had the effect of diminishing greatly the 
amount of disease, and added much to the warmth and comfort 
of the prison. Other suggestions were made relating more par- 
tieularly to the diet and clothing of the prisoners, the regimen 
of the sick, &c., &c., all of which have been attended to as far as 
was practicable, and foliowed by the most happy results. 

The same exemption from fever which was alluded to in both 
my prévious reports, has more singularly distinguislied the pres- 
ent year. Onreferring to the journal, I find recorded from the 
first of July to the first of October, but fifteen cases of fever, of 

‘the mildest forin, the cases lasting in no instance more than four 
* or five days, while at the same time fever of a much more ma- 
` lignant character than usual, prevailed to a great extent through 
. out the State. This singular exemption from fever reflects 
much credit u pon the management of the institution, and I may 
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add that I should feel (wereT not here to notice it) Fhad done in- 
justice to the humane treatment which the prisoners generally, 
and particularly the sick, have at all times received from the 
Superintendent, as well as tho watchful care and prompt atten- 
tion with which the Assistant Keeper has aided me in carrying 
out my prescriptions. 

To their vigilanee and attention to the free ventilation and 
cleanly condition of the prison;-may be mainly ascribed the pe- 
culiar immunity from disease which the conviets have enjoyed 
during the past summer. 

I allude, of course to the acute form of disease and more par- 
ticularly to fever, for it cannot be supposed that among the in- 
mates of a Penitentiary, entire absence of disease could at any 
time, under any circumstances exist; too often they enter the 
prison the victims of disease, engendered by a life of vice and 
dissipation, which death alone gan cure. Our own has, I presume, 
its share of standing invalids, upon some of whom, itis probable, 
cures can never be effected. Much suffering was occasioned by 
the epidemic influenza, which wade its appearance in the prison 
about the last of July, and placed at oné time, near half the eon- 
victs on the sick list. Shortly after the disappearance of this 
epidemic, a very violent form of dysentery attacked some eight 
or ten of the prisoners, all, however, with one exception, recov- 
ered. This individual was. at one time convalescent, but from 
some imprudence of his own, relapsed and died a few days after. 
His death is the only one which has occurred from disease du- 
ring the present year.

' Sir: I beg leaveto submit to your Exxcellency's consideration,

estimates and proposals for supplying your State Penitentiary, at 
Jackson, with the necessary machinery for the manufacture of cotton 
bagging and bale-rope from hemp, which is, not only a most pro- 
fitable branch of business, but one well calculated for your part of 
the country, and well suited to the labor of convicts, or negroes, 
&c. dE: | 

Should your Excellency deem the subject of sufficient impor- | 
tance, I should be pleased for you to call theattention of your Lé- : 
gislature to it, or have it submitted to the Board of Directors of 
your State Prison for their consideration and report. 

The spinning and weaving of hemp by steam and water power, 
is comparatively of recent origin, and as yet but little extended — 
_it having heretofore been spun and wove by hand, which is still 
continued-in the hemp growing districts of country. The cost of 
manufacturing by steam or water power is greatly less, while the 
quantity is much greater, and the quality, if required, greatly supe- 
rior to any made hy hand. 

The machinery’ for making bagging and rope requires to be 
made strong and durable, and in every way suitable to the produc- 
tion of a heavy and good article. The management of the spin- 
dles, looms, and of the preparatory machinery 1s simple, and ina 
private establishment, one half of the operatives might be girls and 
boys of from 12 to 15 years of age. But, so stout is the machine- 
ry; and so coarse is the thread, and so simple the work, that I know 
of no kind of manufacture better suited to the labor of convicts 
than this; and it is also of that description which is not likely to in- 
terfere with the occupations of the mechanics~in the vicinity of the 
Penitentiary, Geier? a cause of s. much complaint against state 
prisons. 
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PROPOSALS, &c. 

l am willing to supply the state with one steam. Engine and 
boilers of 20 horse power—to have made the necessary preparatory 
machinery, and also the necessary number of breakers, carding 
engines, spindles, looms, &c., sufficient to produce 1000 yards of 
hemp cotton bagging 44 inches wide per day; to have the whole 
delivered at Jackson, Miss., and put up ready to run under the di- 
rection of a competent machinist, for the sum of fifteen thousand 
dollars, and to giye the necessary voüchers for. the fulfillment of 
contract. ' i mE 

T'o manage this amount of machinery will require the labor of 
about 30 hands, and a superintendent at a salary of about 11 to 1200 
dollars per annum. i 

To run the steam engine will require the use of two cords of 
wood per day. Any intelligent hand, or convict can, in a few days, 
be taught by the Engineer who puts up the Engine to mind it, or 
to attend it with perfect ease, and at the same time keop up the fire 
in the furnace. l 

The following statement will show the amount of clear nett pro- 
fit to be derived from the amount of investment, as above stated, viz: 
Cost of hemp, including wastage, say 4 cents per ]b. 1. 

yard of cotton bagging 44 inches wide weighs 14 lbs. 

which at 4 cents per lb. would be per yard 7 cts. 
The cost of manufacturing per yard, including labor, in- 

terest of money, and all other expenses would be 3 

cents per yard, 3 


Total per yard, - e "e - 10 

If we suppose the average price of superior hemp bagging at 
Jackson to be 14 gents per yard, and a market at your door, the nett 
profit would amount to 4 cents per yard, or to forty dollars per day, 
which would be two hundred and forty dollars per week, or nine 
hundred and sixty dollars per month, or eleven thousand five hun- 
dred and twenty dollars per annum, or about 75 per cent on the 
amount of investment. Or say it only yielded 50 per cent, what 
business could be engaged in with equal profit? And if the price 
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of liemp should advance, tliat of: bagging will | probably rise with it 
to the same extent. 
IE BALE: ROPE. 

"To produce one ton of bale rope per day will require the labor 
of six hands, or perhaps at first nine hands. The rope machinery 
I estimate and propose to supply and put up ready to run at Jack- 
‘gon for the sum of one thousand dollars. The services of a machi- 
hist, whom I should engage to put it up, could teach the convicts in 
a month or two how to manage it till they could conduct it under 

‘the direction of the general Superintendent. The wages of such a 
machinist’ would be from one dollar and fifty cents to two doilars’ 
per day. 

The same steam engine which propelled the bagging machinery 
would also answer to drive the rope worls. The cost of the hemp 
for the rope would be about thesame as that for the bagging. The 
cost of spinning the yarn for the rope would be about 14 cents per 
lb. The laying or twisting the rope would be about 1 a cent per 
lb. more, and allowing, 3 a cent for other expenses and the total 
cost of the. article would be about 64 cents per lb. Iam told recent 
experiments have proven that as good hemp could be grown in 
Mississippi as in any part of the world. It is possible, if you had 
local means for manufacturing it, a demand for it mighf so far 
spring up as £o increase its. cultivation, and thus render the people 
of your state less d@pendent upon other sections of the Union for 
articles of such extensive consumption. 

A suitable house for the manufacture of bagging by steam would 
require to be 40 feet wide, by 60 feet long, and two stories high, and 
so plain in its structure as to be readily built by the convicts them- 
‘selves at inconsiderable expense. For the rope factory a wooden 
shed.ofa suitable length, could also be built. by the convicts, and so 
arranged as for the rope to be twisted by steam power from the en- 
gine of the. bagging room. . 

Some parts of the bagging machinery have been much improved 
in England: for the use of the Scotch Manufacturers at Dundee.— 
"These portions I should expect to import. 

.I would propose to have the whole built and delivered and put 
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up ready to operate atthe Penitentiary in six months from the time 
the contract is entered into. 

Should the Legislature of your State make any appropriation 
for the purchase of machinery of this or other kinds, I will here- 
after with pleasure, present my proposals to the proper authorities; if 
necessary, in a more formal and specific manner, 

May I beg the favor of . your Excellency to acknowledge the 
receipt of this letter, and should you at any time desire further in- 
formation on the subject, I will be most happy to communicate it to 
you if in my power. 7

The Register of the Land Office, like all Executive officers of 
the Government, acts under certain specific and limited powers 
defined by law, and he can no more transcend those powers than 
any other officer, and in the absence of law, and instructions from 
his superiors, he has deemed it necessary to refuse the location of 
‘said lands, for the following reasons: 

Ist. By letter from Samuel Gwin, Esq. late Register of this 
office, bearing date 8th June, 1837, a selection of lands con- 
taining ninety entire sections, or about 57,600 acres were for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, and 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office, intended as a loca- 
` tion of a portion of the School Lands, for the Chickasaw Cession, 
which was forwarded in conformity;toan act of Congress, approved 
4th July, 1836, to which act the above recited act is an amend- 
ment, and per instructions of date 18th July, 1836. 

9d. By letter of instructions, bearing date 12th June, 1837, from 
the Commissioner of tke General Land Office, it appears that the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, approved of the 
selection of the lands as above made, and required the Register to 
make the same, in such manner on the plats, and tract books. of the 
office, in order to guard against the possibility of said lands being 
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taken up either.by private entry; or by the then SEHE pre- eup: 
tion law, all of which was faithfully done. 
9d. And, further, the township plats and books of my office, 
show that the State of Mississippi has now, and has bad: since 12th 
June, 1837, peaceable and uninterrupted title and possession, to 
about 57,600 acres of land, the proceeds of which, when sold, are 
to be applied for school purposes inthe Chickasaw Cession, in lieu 
of the 16th sections thereof.

Sig :—We the undersigned commissioners appointed by your 
Excellency, to locate and select the five hundred thousand acres: 
of land, granted Lo said State by an act of Congress, approved 
the 4th of September 1841, and accepted by said State by an act of 
h e Legislature, approved the 26th of February, 1842; beg leave 
to hand you a report of the progress we have made in locating 
lands since our last report to your Excellency. Owing to the 
reasons assigned in our former report, we did not commence op- 
perations until the 16th of Octobar last;—continued working in 
the woods until the 2d inst., at which time we commenced our 
report to the Secretary of State, and on the 4th inst. we comple- 
ted and mailed it at Victoria Miss., a post office situated on the 
bank of the Mississippi river. From,the facility with which the 
mail is transported from Victoria to this place by steam power 
allthe way, our report oughtto have reached this place in less 
than forty-eight hours from the time it was mailed. 

Owing to the facility and certainty of transporting the mail 
fre m Victoria to Jackson, and also the difficulties in travelling, 
and the inclemency of the weather, we thought it advisable to 
transmit our report to the Secretary by mail, having every con- 
fidence in our report reaching the Secretary in due time for him 
to be able to furnish us with the necessary documents to enable 
us to report to your Excellency,as required by the statute in that 
case made and provided. But it appears (for some cause un- 
known to us) that our report did not reach the Secretary in time 
sufficient toenable him to furdish us with the necessary docu- 
ments to report to your Excellency as the law directs. There- 
fore we beg the indulgence of the State to allow us to report to 
your Excellency so soon as the Secretary can furnish us with 
those documents. 

We have confined our locations to the Chochuma District, 
and between the Mississippi and the Sunflower rivers. We 
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have located.46,948'90-160 ‘acres, a good deal of which are very 
valuable: lands. ` :

Circular relative to State selections under the act of Congress, ap- 
proved Ath September, 1841. 


, GENERAL Lanp OFFICE, 
November 8th, 1843. 


ëm Bet the 8th section of the act approved 4th Sept. 1841, 
entitled “an act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the . 
public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,” selections are re- 
quired to be made “in parcels conformably to sectional divisions 
and subdivisions of not less than three hundred and twenty 
acres in every one location,” (as heretofore advised in circular 
9d May 1842,) which selections may be made either from un- 
offered or offered lands. 

In acting on lists of selections under this act, it has been found 
necessary at different times to reject a number of locations be- 
cause they did not form compact parcels of 320 acres each, as 
required by the law and instructions—such rejections are of 
course fatal to the original selections, but it was not designed 
that the agents of the states should be interdicted from embrac- 
ing such rejected tracts in any new selections which might be 
so made as to bring the loeations within the provisions of the act 
aforesaid. You are therefore hereby directed: 

Ist. Whenever application is made by the State to take such 
rejected tracts with other available land, which, together, form 
. compact parcels of 320 acres each, to admit such new selections, 
which must be treated as an entire new proceeding, and in no 
way affecting the original location, as the former stands annulled, 
not being in conformity to law. ` 

9d. New selections embracing such rejected tracts, must of 
course be reported in a series of lists bearing numbers consecu- 
tive to those previously issued. 

3d. Where offered lands are embraced in rejected selections, 
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and not re selected, no entry of them should be allowed except 
by pre-emption, until they shall have been advertised pursuant 
to the 9th section of the circular of the.1st of January, 1836. 

Unoffered lands of this class, not taken by’ pre-emption, must 
of couse be re-proclaimed and offered. 

4th. You are required to prepare and keep a list with a column 
for remarks of all tracts of unoffered, and also a similar listof 
offered lands, which may have been or may hereafter be'rejected, 
and if any of the rejected tracts should be re-selected, note from 
time to time opposite each tract the date of the re-selection, and 
the nurnber of the list embracing it; and in the event ofany of 
said rejected tracts being entered by pre-emption, note the date 
of entry with such other remarks as may be deemed important 
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in the case; and when the selections are completed, you will im- 
mediately furnish this office with copies of said lists, and thus i 
afford information that will enable the department to provide-for 

the disposal ofsuch ofsaid lands as may not have been other- 
wise disposed of in the meantime.

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- ADDRESS | OF A CITIZEN OF TEXAS. 
‘Hovsron, (Texas) October 29th, 1843. 
E THE HONORABLE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS, 

And tlie othér "Twenty Members of Congress who addressed “the 

people of the Free States of the Union," remonstrating against 

the Annexation of Texas to the American Union. 

"An humble citizen of Texas has read your address with all 
the care and attention which so important a document deserves, 


and knowing that the question has not correctly been stated to 


the people of the United States; he -addresses to you this reply. — 


. He does not charge upon you a wilful misstatement of the facts, 


because he is satisfied of the facts you are not yet fully informed. 
He. does not char 'ge upon you a wilful misconception of the bear- 
ings of the question, ‘because your own address shows, that the 
question. of slavery so fully occupied your "minds, and controlled. 
your judgment that you had not considered it in all those impor- 
tant points in -which it may legitimately te viewed—in which 
it ought to be viewed, and in which, time and events will yet com- 


| pel the statesmen of your country to view it. I regard the Tex- 


as question as intimately connected with the preservation of the 
American Union. A storm is now in embryo growing out of this 
‘Texas question, which, unless arrested by the united power of 
your whole country, must result in the dissolution of your Union 


—for the questions involved affect the slave- -holding States in a 


much greater degree than Texas itself, and the slave-holding 
States of your country are compelled to act‘ whether you aid 
them or not. They must make common cause with Texas, or 
surrender their domestic institutions. They have no alterna- 


tive, for the danger is upon them, and they must now act and act 


quickly, or the scenes of Southampton and San Domingo will be 
renewed among them. The tocsin has already been scunded in 
the British Parliament. Orders have already gone forth from 
the British Cabinet. j "Their Captains and Lieutenants and subal- 
terns are already Schitered throughout our count ry—they are 


à already in the recrüifing: service, and you will ere long be called ' 


upon to say which side in the great contest you will take. Deep 
ly excited as you evidently : are on the question of negro slavery 


d cannot for a moment entertain the belief that your sympathies 
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will not be equally aroused in behalf of the thousands and tens 
of thousands of white women and children and men whose lives, 
fortunes, homes and country will all be involved in the question 
atissue. The name of Adams stands bright among the brightest 
on the page of history. As a champion of the American Revo- 
lution, John Adams fwas second to no one. As a statesman—a 
diplomatist—and a pure patriot, I. regard John Quincy Adams 
as distinguished among the most distinguished who ever lived, - 
and however uncompromising he may have been or may still 
continue to be on the subject of slavery, | cannot believe that he 
will be otherwise than willing to give. an impartial hearing to 
(he just complaints of a gallant people who are. “bone of his 
bone and flesh cf his flesh,” and whose parents side by side with 
his own, stood shoulder to shoulder im the darkest hour of the 
Revolution in resisting the claim of Great Britain to sovereignty 
on the American soil. Nor that he will be unwilling to sit as 
an impartial judge on the application of Texas for admission as 
a State into the American Union. 

In your opening address you say the voluntary assistance ren- 
dered by the people of the United States in aid of the Texian 
Revolution was to “ freebooters and insurgents,” and you treat 
the Revolution of Texas as unprincipled and unjustifiable. In 
answer to this, I ask your candid and impartial attention to the 
brief statement of facts which I will present to you. 

Up to the period of 1821, when Col. Austin commenced his 
plan of colonization, Texas, from San Antonio to the Sabine, was 
avast wilderness, and no one better than Mr. Adams understands 
that the cause was Spanish fear and jealousy w hich induced the 
government of Spain to prohibit all settlements in order to pre- 
serve it as a barrier to what she regarded the encroaching spirit 
of the people of the United States. The successful revolution of 
Mexico brought about a change of policy. The new govern- 
ment became anxiously desirous for the settlement of the coun- 
try, and as their own population was e Hogether inadequate to 
the purpose, the hardy and enterprising of the United States 
were invited, and the most liberal promises of land and protec- ' 
tion were assured to them. The Americans came, and encoun- 
. tered dangers and difficulties which no pen can describe.. They 
drove by their own unaided prowess the savage Indians from the . 
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country, and ïn a few short years from the Sabine to the Nueces; 
farms, and villas, and improvements of ‘every kind, were the 


' witnesses of their industry and their enterprise. Over a surface 


of 500. miles an industrious, and hardy, and law-abiding people 
were seen settling and improving, and the whole appeared as the 
work of magic. Unfortunately for the people of Texas, British 
influence then prevailed in the councils of Mexico; and that in- 
fluence was successfully exerted against the people of Texas.— 
The American character was but little understood in Mexico.— 
They were a people ignorant in the extreme, and the most en 

lightened among them knew but little of the people whom they 
had invited to settle their soil. Taking advantage of this ignor- 
ance, the British influence in Mexico readily turned the Mexican 
authorities from friends into opea and avowed enemies of the 
settlers in Texas. They directed the attention of the Mexican 
Government to the enterprising character of the Americans— 
pointed out the wonderful spirit for emigration that existed 
among them. Pointed out the settlement of the United States— 
the acquisition of Louisiana and Florida, and finally induced the 
belief that the Mexican sovereignty had every thing to fear from 
the emigrating and restless, roving character of the Americans. 
In less than ten years after the commencement of the settlement 
of Texas, the law of the 6th of April, 1830, was passed by the 
Mexican Congress, forbidding the further settlement of the citi- 
zens of the United States in the country—and forbidding their 
entering the country without proper passports from the proper 
authorities, while at the same time the people of all other coun- 
tries were not only permitted to come, butinvited to settle in the 
country. That this was a flagrant violation of every principle 
of justice and good faith, you will allow, and it was particularly 
unjust to the citizens of Texas, nearly the whole of whom were 
from the United States. They had left a good government, their 
home and their friends, to settle a wilderness—relying on the 
plighted faith of the new government, aad now they were to be 
torn from their friends, no more of whom were to be permitted 
to settle in the country, and nothing was left them but to abandon : 
the country, or remain a mere handful among that ceaseless tide 
of European emigration, which it was then supposed would flow 
into the country—aliens to them in manners, customs, and insti- 
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tions. Not only was this law passed, but.in many instances it 
is harshly executed. A company of near one hundred persons 
ym Tennessee, came into Texas to settle, in what was termed 
e Nashville Grant, under a contraet made in 1827, and which 
ould not expire until 1833. They were seized by the military 
d rudely expelled the country. In numberless instances the 
me course was pursued, and too few in point of number to ren- 
: r their complaints respectable, the colonists had to submit in si- 
ace. This was all the work of British influence, operating on 
tizens of your government, which disregarded their complaints 
id extended no redress. In confirmation of what I say, I refer 
‘the minister, and to the intelligent persons of your country, 
ho were at Mexico at this period, and who took an interest in 
atching the workings of British influence on American inter- 
its. T alsorefer you to the Secret Report of Mr. Alaman made 
: the Mexican Congress about the same time, in which he enters 

large into a description of the American character—describes 
ieir settlement in the American wilds—speaks of their roving, 
»stless character—points out (as he says) their settlements in 
ouisiana and Florida, and how, finally, they robbed France 
nd Spain of each.  Hethen proceeds to speak of the settlements 
1 Texas, and says to the Congress, that if the American settle- 
ents are longer permitted in Texas, the result would be as in 
/ouisiana and Florida, and recommends their being driven from 
ae country. Thisdocument was forwarded to the British go- 
ernment and laid before Parliament, on which a most exciting 
ebate arose, and it was there and then proposed by the Dritish 
tatesmen, among whom was Sir Robert Wilson, to give the aid 
f that government to Mexico in expelling the Americans from 
"exas. Backed by this influence, Mexico did prepare for that 
urpose. She imínediately increased the number of her posts 
nd troops in T'exas. "Troops were stationed at Nacogdoches, 
nahuae, Tenoxticlan, Velasco, Gonzales, Victoria, Goliad, Re- 
igio, San Patricio and Bexar, and positive orders were issued 
Gen, Terran “to drive every citizen of the United States be- 
md the Sabine.” Although the Americans at this time would 
X have numbered more than two thousand men, yet they were 

less an object of terror to the Mexican troops than to the Mex- 

in authorities. "They had aided them in their first struggle 
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for independente in 1812 and °13—they had often whipped the 
Royalists ten to one; and they had driven the tomahawk and 
scálping knife, for refuge, beyond the mountains. To encounter 
such men in fair fight was not to be thought of, and stratagem 
was to have been REG to. Their various military posts 
were to have been gradually increased in numbers throughout 
. the country, and when a sufficient number of troops had been in- 
. troduced, and the unsuspecting colonists were thus gradually 
surrounded and cut off from each other, they were to have been 
seized and sent beyond the Sabine. The opening scene com- 
menced by the annulling, by Gen. Terran, of the elections in the 
Municipality of Liberty, and the removal of the seat of justice 
to his own military post at Anahuac, and there holding, under 
.his orders, a new election. Also, he arrested the commissioners 
appointed to give to the settlers titles to their lands, all of which 
was a violent and flagrant disregard of the constitution, and an 
invasion of the rights of the State of Coahuila and 5 exas. By 
his orders, a number of citizens were seized and thrown into 
prison, without any offence being charged against them. At 
Nacogdoches a number of citizens were likewise thrown into 
prison, and the same course was pursued by the various com- 
mandants at the other posts. The hundred persons, of whom I 
have spoken, were seized and put beyond the Sabine. And now, 
for the first time, the people of Texas began to suspect that some 


* foul wrong was intended them. About this time Gen. Terran 
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was defeated by Gen. Montezuma, and he died a suicide. Santa 
Ana had taken up arms and declared for the constitution of 1824, 
and the peoplé of Texas seized hold on the same principle, de- 
clared also for the Constitution of 1824, and by force of arms 
expelled every Mexican soldier from Texas. Thus for a time 
was this wicked purpose of the Mexican government crushed.— 
"This was in 1832. "The civil war in Mexico, then raging, pre- 
vented any new troops from being sent to Texas, and when Santa 
Anna finally erowned his resistance with suecess, the people of 
„Texas very naturally supposed they had nothing to fear from 
him, whose cause they had espoused: "They were warned from 
time to time that he was also a Mexican, and that he would 
prove the uncompromising enemy of Texas. The event justified 
the information, and in 1835, after having overthrown the con- 
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stitution of 1824, Santa Anna recommenced carrying out the 
original Mexican project. Troops were again gradually intro- 
duced into the country. Gen. Cos issued his proclamation for 
the citizens to meet him at Goliad, and have their land titles 
submitted to the inspection of a military tribunal, and several 
citizens were required to be arrested and sent tc Matamoras for 
military trial, without any distinct charge being preferred against . 
them. Santa Anna in the meantime, was at San Luis Potosi or- 
ganizing an army for the invasion of Texas, and as his publica- 
tions stated, for the purpose of driving every American beyond 
the Sabine. Our arms were also required to be surrendered, re- 
taining only one for every five handred men, and when the peo- 
ple took up arms, it was for the purpose of repelling this most 
unjust and remorseless tyrant, appointed to execute a most un- 
holy decree. And now,l ask of you, if any people who ever 
revolutionized, had the same just cause of complaint. And I ask 
of you, who defend your own revolution only on the grcund of 
the necessity of resistance to dangerous principles—if you have 
not done to Texas great wrong in the manner in which you 
have represented the objects and causes of her revolution; and 
if you have not most unjustly complained of an assistance ren- 
dered toa most cruelly injured and ‘oppressed. people—a people 
whose gallant bearing has placed the American chivalry in so 
bright relief befcre the world, and whose proud destiny is even 
now reflected by the light of victory on their successful arms. 
Your argument against the annexation of Texas, is based sole- 
ly on the ground that she is a slave-holding country, and that it 
would be perpetuating and extending an institution to which you 
areso much opposed. "The prominent positions you occupy for- 
bid the idea tbat you are otherwise than sincere in' your decla- 
ration, but I feel assured that it will require all of your eminent 
talents even to give plausibility toa proposition which I hold to 
be altogether untenable. Texas when she adopted her Consti: . 
tution, bad an exceeding sparse population, and she had the 
most extensive cotton and sugar growing country in the world. | 
Policy and interest urged her to so model her constitution as to 
permit the introduction of slaves from the West India Islands, 
where she could purchase them at one-fourth of the price asked 
in the United States, and from whence an emigration would come 
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that would soon bring into cultivation her sugar aud cotton lands. 
She,had the example of the United States before her justifying 
such a course, but she nobly withstood the ‘temptation, and she 
sacrificed millions of dollars in aid of the great principle for 
which you so earnestly contend. She declared in her constitu- ' 
tion that the importation of African slaves from any country 
‘other. than the United States, should be piracy, and at the meet- 
ing of her first Congress, she by law declared that the offence 
should be punished with death. Will you give her no credit for 
this extraordinary and unprecedented act of, pure philanthropy? 
Will you still insist that no good can exist among a people who 
have thus sacrificed their millions to close the door on the ex- 
tension-of negro slavery? As philanthropists and just men, 
with this plain fact before you. you are called upon to retract 
the i injurious char ge you have thus unjustly made against Texas. 
Thé annexation of Texas to your Union, cannot extend slavery. 
It already exists in this country and will continue to do so unless 
Great Britain by force of arms drives us from the country.— 
No terms offered can be sufficient to induce a change of this 
question. The offer of our independence would not gain a hun- 
dred proselytes to the cause. ‘The offer of annexation would 
produce as little effeet. You may believe that a party now exists 
- ia Texas favorable to the principle, but I can assure you that in 
all ‘Texas not one dozen men can be found to advocate the doc- 
trine. The present populated portion of Texas is purely agri- 
cultural, and will continue to be slave- holding so long as slave 
institutions are retained in the Southern States—provided we 
are sustained against British influence. But this. does not add 
one to the number of slaves. Texas gets her slaves from the 
United States, and every thousand that comes to Texas reduces 
the number in the States. Had you have argued that the remo- 
val of slaves from Virginia and Maryland toa more southern 
latitude and to a neg culture would in time reduce the number, 
you might have used an argument not easily to be answered, but 
when you hold the reverse of the proposition, I confidently assert 
that you are unable to maintain it by. fair calculation, and I chal- 
_Jenge you to the proof. | 

By annexing Texas to your Union, your constitution controls 
the matter; and no more negroes forever can be introduced. If 
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gon continue to refuse you are now warned, that rendered des- 
perate in her condition, Texas may yet feel compelled to change - 
her constitution, and to invite emigrants from the Islands with: 
their slaves, to settle the country. It is now urged by many and 
by a very- numerous party, that if the citizens of the United 
States are permitted to come here and settle with their slaves, 
that common justice ànd sound policy require that we should 
permit the people of all other countries to do the same. This 
course would soon bring our country into notice as an agricültu- 
ralcountry. Our lands would soon bring the highest priees— 
we would soon outstrip the United States in the culture of cotton, 
and instead of being their rivals, our better climate and better 
soil would drive a large portion of your country from the cul- 
ture, and it would be to the interests of England then to foster 
us in order to crush you. This course would throw a popula- 
tion on to your western frontier which would indeed increase to 
an alarming extent the: number of slaves in the United States, 
and which svould iudeed extend and serve long to perpetuate an 
‘institution’ which you appear so much to dread. Governments 
are continually undergoing changes—and as the difficulties in 
which Texas is involved, have caused a most serious reduction 
in the amount of emigration from the United States, self-preser- 
vation may yet compel many to resort to the course of which I 
have spoken, and whoare now decidedly opposed toit. Did no 
hope of annexation exist, was it crushed in the bud, I am well 
satisfied that the majority in favor of a change of the constitu- 
tion would be overwhelming. It isin your power to avert from 
Texas what she would regard as a great national and moral 
calamity. It is in your power to arrest on' the continent of 
North America, the extension of negro*slavery, by agreeing to 
receive us as a State. Should you still continue to refuse, you 
will be responsible to mankind for all the dreadful calamities, 
which may result from the course which Téxas from a princi- ` 
ple of self-preservation, may yet be compelled, however unwil-, 
ling, to adopt. Let me assure you, that I do not hold up this 
picture to alarm you. I present the facts and the naked truth 
for your unbiassed consideration. 
So far from extending negro slavery, the annexation of Texas 
would cireumscribe it within much narrower limits. The bring-

gé zt ‘market thé fertile lands of the South, has drawn off from 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina and Kentucky, thousands 
of slaves, ahd it is believed that both Maryland and Kentucky, 
would soon become free States, did any opening present itself 
for-disposing of their slaves. Let that opening be Texas, and 
iyou wall gain Maryland and Kentucky Jo *your end of the lever,” 
dn an ammeasurably shorter space of time than you will by any 
Other course, Virginia and North Carolina may next follow, 
sand although the number of slaves may not be reduced, the num- 
der of free States may be increased, and if you are content to 
“wait, ‘the operation of time may give a success to your cause 
"which:ean never be brought about by denunciation, by threats, 
"Or by legislation. I regard'it as idle in the extreme to even 
thinl:ebout making the Southern States “free States” until a 
“way is found to provide for the removal of the negroes—and the 
‘present horrible condition of the West India Islands, and the 
«dreadful scenes there constantly occurring, ought to be to you an 
«argumeat conclusive. . If slavery is ever totally abolished in the 
United States; it must be progressive. It will be State by State 
wasit- has already thus far been. As you open new and more 
iprofiteble soil at the South to the cupidity of the owner, you re- 
move the negro farther from your own doors, and though Texas 
may be crowded with negroes, if it is intended by the Almighty 
that universal emancipation shall ensue, in his providence and in 
éhisewn time, he will provide an outiet for the negroes from 
"Texas. That your doctrine of universal emancipation will take 
yplaeé-in time to come I do believe, and I believe it will be in the 
«hanner I have described. Texas will be the last to hang on to 
‘the system. And the final outlet for all is even now provided, 
vand that outletis Mexico. Even now in many instances, negroes 
dill their seats of justice, and are officers in their aries. ‘They 
‘readily datermarry, and the Mexican nation appears to be the 
reat reservoir in which the slave population will eventually be 
thrown. It will however be a work of time, and of long time, 
:anü dt is the part of wisdom to leave the consummation of the 
werk to the period that-Providence may have allotted to it. 
"You ace evidently wrong in your calculation that the annexa 

‘tion of Texas would add an increase of territory to the “end of 
whe lever” in favor of the slave States. The present populated

portion of Texas, asI have remarked, must and will continue for 
along time slave-holding. That portion, say from San Antonio 
to the Sabine, and thence to Red River up to the 334 degree 
north latitude, and thence to the 100 degree west longitude, is 
from the nature of the soil, climate and navigation, well. suited 
for a cotton and sugar growing country. This section would 
constitute two States as large as Kentucky. The balance of the 
country which might formthree more States, would in all proba- 
bility be free States, and for the following reasons: ` The coun- 
try to the west of the San Antonio is too contiguous to Mexico to 
render it safe for any number to be taken there, and I feel assured 
that no considerable number cf negroes will ever be carried 
there. Again, the country is a rich, broken, healthy one, par- 
ticularly well adapted to wheat and the most of the small grains, 
and is peculiarly a stock country, as it isthere thatthe fine mus- 
quit grass covers the whole. land. It is probably one of the’ ^ 
healthiest countries on earth, and it is there that a free white 
population must and will settle. The northern emigration from 
your country and the emigration from Hurope, all turn in that 
direction, and no reflecting person doubts in ‘Texas but that when 
that section shall settle and become a State, it will be on the free 
basis. This section would fcrm a State as large as New York. 

Thecountry west of the 100th degree west longitude, extend- 
ing to the 42d degree of north latitude, is too far removed from 
navigation and too contiguous to the Mexicans ever to permit of 
its being other than a grain growing and stock raising couhtry. 
The rolling character of the country and its health particularly 
adapt it toa white population, and if the wonderful advance of 
Ohio over Kentucky, aud of Pennsylvania over Virginia, is re- 
collected, I have very little doubt myself but that the two States 
to be there formed will unquestionably be on the white basis.— 
Jf you will examine attentively my two last propositions, you 
will find them to be strietly true, and you will perceive at once . 
that it will be on your “end of the lever” that the accession of 
strength will be thrown. 

To permit Texas to exist other than a M of the United 
States, would in my estimation be the worst policy that could be 
adopted by the-United States.. If she has to remain an indepen- 
dent nation, engaged in the same kind of culture as the Southern 
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States, she necessarily becomes their rival, and a spirit of oppo- 
sition growing oùt of conflicting interests, must take place. In- 
terest and necessity will both combine to compel her to look to 


European friendship, and to unite her interest with theirs.— - 


Suppose that in consideration of Great Britain admitting our su- 
gars free of duty into her ports, and granting privileges to the 
introduction into her ports of our cotton which yours shall not 
possess,—‘T'exas -shall admit all her importations free of duty, 
what would be the effect on your manufacturing interests? Hav- 
ing a theusand miles of frontier on the Texas line to guard, and 
that a wilderness, your country would be inundated with British 
‘goods free of duty, and whether or not this will be likely 1o occur, 
I leave you to judge; atall events, the proposition has been made. 
‘Or should Texas repeal her tariff and make her ports free, by 
smuggling, your country will be filled with goods of all nations 
free of duty, and this latter course will most certainly be adopt- 
ed; unless Texas shall find it more to her interest to make a spe” 
cial bargain with some one of the foreign nations. The same 
system of smuggling would in a great degree, drive you from the 


Mexican market, and I ask you to ponder_these things well, and 


not delay until reflection may prove too late. 

Reflect also on the large extent of valuable territory you will 
acquire, extending to the 42d degree, N. L., and how dangerous 
such a territory might prove under the influence of England, 
and how peculiarly critical would be the situation of your whole 
western frontier, when exposed to the enmity of those countless 
Indian tribes, who may be turned from their present position of 
uncertain néutrality into deadly and open enemies, should Texas 
as a rival power, hereafter, coming in contact with you, find it 
necessary to callin such aid; and when I say Texas, I mean 
Texas populated with a trans-Atlantic people. Recur back to 
` the number of your population at the period of your revolution, 
and. recollect what it now is. Twenty-five years hence you will 
doubtless find Texas increased in a much greater ratio. When 
once the tide of emigration shall set in from Europe, it may, and 
probably will be like the olden northern irruptions, and some of 
you may even yet live to witness the population of this new na- 
tion travelling parallel with your own in their progress to the 
Pacific—speaking all languages, and shewing all complexions; 
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and your present ill-advised course may cause you yet to witness 
this heterogeneous mass mingling their-own varied weapons with 
the tomahawk and scalping knife in deadty conflict for empire 
with your own people. Already contractors are in Europe for 
the purpose of bringing not their tens or hundreds but their 
thousand of emigrants to this country; and we are well assured 
that so soon äs things shall be measurably quiet here, that from 
England and France, Germany and Belgium, thousands upon 
thousands will flock to the country. Recollect that this European 
emigration is commencing on equal terms with that from the 
United States, and that the European emigration has been much . 
the largest for the last two years. Think of the millions in Eu- 
rope who are compeiled to seek a new country, and you will not 
regard me as wild in my calculation, when I assert my belief, 
that unless annexation takes place, that the day is not distant 
when a nation of Europeans, by the mere spirit of emigration, 
will beestablished on the continent of North America, whose 
number and whose empire we can only conjecture, but who may 
yet dispute with you for supremacy onthe continent. The vast 
population that will fill this country—their friendship and 
strength—their resources and trade, may all be yours: and 
again, I ask you not to wait in your conclusions until reflection 
may come too late. 

There is more danger to be apprehended from this prospective 
view of things, than can possibly arise from an extension of your 
territory. Did you depend upon brute force to maintain your 
government, you are already tooextended. But the support on 
which you rest is in the virtue and intelligence of your people— 
in their deep-seated affection for their institutions—the first prin- 
ciple inculeated into your lisping infancy. This support can 
never be knocked away,—it is maintaining your authority now 
at the foot of the Rocky Mountains—it will maintain it ia equal 
vigor until your settlements shall cover the Oregon territory, and 
be bounded by the Pacific. It would maintain it in equal vigor to 
the banks of the Rio Grande, and who more than Mr. Adams 
ought most earnestly to desire to see the flag of the stripes and 
stars embracing under its protecting folds this most interesting 
country, when he reflects how unanswerable was his argument 
to the Spanish Minister, shewing that the territory in question 
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was clearly and justly the property of the United States.— 
But sirs, ifall this shall not avail—if the north shall refuse to 
.agree with the south in receiving us, then I assert that an issue 
will at once be formed which must result in a dissolution of your 
Union. The south must act on her own responsibility, for the 
question involves her salvation. And she mustact quickly, or 
destruction to her institutions must follow. 

To the peopte of the slave-holding states, I now address mysel f. 
The British influence which so early as 1829. commenced opera- 
ting against American interests in Texas, has not ceased to ope- 
rate. From the British government and the British press, we 
received no countenance until they became alarmed at the pros- 
pect of Texas being annexed to the United States, then it was 
that they formed a commercial treaty, but not until they had pre- 
viously exacted from us a treaty to aid in abolishing the African 
slave trade, and an acknowledgment from our government of 
their “right of search.” Ever since the revolution, agents from 
the abolition societies have been in the country, and Lord Aber- 
deen has announced in Parliament, that negociations for the 
abolition of slavery in Texas have been and are now going on.— 
Any ane who knows any thing at all of the omnipotent influence 
` of the British in the councils of Mexico must also know that long 
since Mexico would have acknowledged our independence had 
Great Britain seriously asked it. ‘Through this question it is that 
she anticipates abolishing slavery in Texas. It has dragged 
_slowly for some time. We have been subject to predatory i in- 
cursions-and alarms and excitements every fall and spring. Our 
people have been harrassed—the western settlements broken up— 
emigravion from the United States almost entirely arrested— 
all our pecuniary resources gone, until Great Britain now thinks 
we are prepared to acquiesce in abolition, provided we can have 
an acknowledgment of our independence. 

_ Different schemes for the accomplishment of this object have 
been considered, and the ground work laid. It was first commu- 
nicated to this government, that our Independence wovld not be 
recognized by Great Britain until we abolished slavery. When 
France however followed the United States in recognizing 
us,and annexation appeared probable, Great Britain from 
necessity did the same. She immediately, however, made a de- 
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mand on the Texian Government for nearly all- -that country 
lying between the Nueces and Rio Grande, and declared that 
unless the demand was complied with, “the British government 
would be justified in sending a man-of-war to enforce it." On 
this suvject I refer you to the correspondence between Lord Pal- 
merston and Gen. Henderson, and the rejection of the demand 
by our own Congress. Very recently the demand has been re- 
newed and is now before the government, with a positive threat 
of coercion. The belief became very current at the time, that 
Great Britain intended to colonize the country with negroes from 
her own islands, and to send for their protection a few of her. 
black regiments. This proposition was madein Parliament by 
Daniel O'Connell, and warmly espoused by many of the leading 
English papers, and there can be very little doubt but that the 
only thing that now prefents that course is the fear of a rupture 
with the United States. Thatthe plan exists and is intended to 
be carried out at some future day, I have no doubt. You will 
find it intimately connected with the Oregon question; and you 
will yet find that the policy of Great Britain is to connect her 
interests in Oregon with her West India islands through this 
channel, and that when her policy in regard to Texas shall be 
fully developed, it will.be seen that she is to command the ports: 
of Texas, and to have athorough fare. through the country for 
this purpose. 

. It has been for sometime rumored that the Californias were 
to be transferred to her by Mexico. Nothing but the unsettled 
nature of Santa Anna’s power has prevented it from being-done, 
or perhaps your government has interfered. This country you 
will perceive adjoins Oregon. Now before Great Britain can 
be ready to assert her claim to Oregon, she must have the means 
of communication with the Atlantic by some shorter route than 
she now possesses. "That route she is determined to have, and 
will have, unless the United States prevent it. I ask you to 
take up the map while I trace for you the lines: beginning at 
the mouth of the Rio Grande, thence following up said river to 
the 37th degree, N. L., thence on the 37th degree, N. L., to the 
head-waters of the river Colorado of California, thence down 
the said river to its debouche with the Gulf of California, thence 
down the eastern bank of California to the Pacific, thence north 
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along the Pacific Ocean to the 42d degree, N. L., thence on the 


42d degree tothe T10 degree W. L., thence south-east to the 
 Aend water of the Arkansas river, thence down the said Arkan- 
sas river to the 105 degree W. L., thence due south on the said 
- 105 degree to the head-waters of the Rio Puerco, thence down 
thesame to the 30th degree N. L., thence due east on the 30th 
degree to. the river Nueces, thence to its debouche into Corpus 
Christi Bay, and thence to the place of beginning, having a front 
on the Gulf: of Mexico of 120 miles, and near two thousand 


. miles on the Pacific. Her inland route to Oregon would not be 


more than one-third the distance it now is from her northern 


. possessions, and this is. a practicable route at'all seasons, while 


the other is impracticable. By occupying this country and es- 
-ablishing a cordon of military posts, she presents a wall of arm- 
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ed men between you and Mexico, and with her possessions on 


the North, you are surrounded by her cannon. The gigantic 
policy of Britain is scarcely to be grasped by the human intel- 


“lect. She is now operating in every quarter of the Globe, and 


interfering in the internal regulations of all. She will yet settle 
on her own terms, the succession to the Spanish throne, and the 
abolition of slavery in Cuba. will be one of the boons required.— 
Soon she will be ready to concentrate her collossal power, and 
she will soon demand and not ask that you abandon Oregon, and 
that you emancipate your slaves. , 

Should she by treaty or by force acquire possession of the 
tract of country of which I have spoken—it requires no gift of 
prophecy to foretell that. slavery must be abolished in Texas, 
and that with the destruction of onr institutions, yours must fol- 
low. -Having possession of this tract of country, the rich Mexi- 
can trade heretofore carried on through Santa Fe, and which 
has been a monopoly to American citizens, will fall into British 
Lands, and the trade of all northern and western Mexico will be 
a monopoly to them. The north-western fur trade may be drawn 
by her influence through.the same channel, and unless you ar- 
rest this gigantic policy by re-taking Texas into your Union 


. with the Rio Grande as her boundary, you will yet be compell- 
ed to shed oceans of blood in defence of the principles of 1776. 


.'. Another means of taking possession of the country to which I 
have alluded is now in progress. By an act of Congress the 
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country between the Nueces and Rio Grande ean be cólonized 
by Contractors, and a company in England. bas been formed fof 
that purpose, and some months since the Abolition Society in. 
London: applied to, Lord, Aberdeen to know. if the government: 
would aid. them in sending out emigrants_to settle in that éoun- 
try, urging as a reason, thatin-a short time Abolition could be 
carried at the Ballot Box. Lord Aberdeen replied that the gov- 
ernment could not officially act in the matter, but approbated the 
‘laudable zeal that prompted the enterprize,” and. gave an assur- 
ance that he entertained no doubt but that the negotiations going 
on fer the abolition of slavery in Texas would have a desirable 

resuli. But I believe it is now-the intention of Great Britain’ to 
consunimate her work at once by means of the negotiations now - 
pending, and that she will risk much to effect it. It is the ques- 
tion now that more than any other engages thé attention. of the 
British people. They stand committed to carry out the doctrine 
of universal emancipation, and it is distinctly stated - by Lord 
Brougham that if slavery can be abolished i in Texas that slave- - 
ry in your States must also cease to exist. . That every energy 
of that government will be brought to bear on this question I 
have no doubt—that they are now engaged in fitting their ma- - 
chinery and putting together their complicated work no one 
here doubts, and that they are on the. eve of giving, as they sup- 
pose, a finishing stroke to this question, isclear beyond all doubt, 
and unless the - United States inter pose before six months, the 
project will be effected, or so far consummated that nothing but the 
arms of your government will wrest the prey from her hands:— 
-Ifthis result takes place then you must prepare for ‘a servile 
war. Texas will be the instrument in the hands of Great Bri- 
tain todrive you from your homes and to wrest from you your 
property, and if you sleep vpon this: question, before twelve 
months shall roll around you may awake to witness and to feel 
the harrowing truth of what I now write. Great Britain how- 
ever, witnessing the tremendous excitement (hat now exists here , 
on this sulject, and having the warlike remonstrance. of your | 
government on the subject may yet: recede and not press this 
matter. If she does, it willS5nly befor a while, She will only ré- 
cede in order to be prepared more certainly. to spring upon her 
prey. Prudence may dictate to take a longer period, and she 
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may yet resort to her black colonization on the Rio Grande, or 
to the plan of permitting Mexico still further to harrass us, until 
impoverishedand worn out, with no prospect of independence and 
no emigration from your country, we may be compelled by our 
own legislation to come into her own terms. Should this be the 
direction that things will take, Texas will te paid for her ne- 
groes,forthis proposition has already been made, though not 
officially, and upon your States will almost exclusively fall the 
‘brunt and calamities that shall ensue. The question then is 
yours and not ours, and timely warned now as you are, should 
you still continue to sleep on this question and the day of de 
struction shall overtake you, your wailings and complaints must 
be to yourselves, for on yourselves you will have brought (he 
curse. That Great Britain would be glad to see us driven back 
to the Mexican confederacy I have no doubt, for then she would 
purchase the country or interfere for our independence on condi- 
tion that we abolish slavery. I refer to the course of the “Times” 
published in London, and the organ of the government. When, 
eighteen months since it was supposed that Mexico would over- 
‘yun Texas, that paper came out and announced that Texas had 
ceased to exist.as a nation, that the cause of humanity had tri- 
umphed, and that negro slavery in a most interesting part of the 
ice had been crushed. 

The exact nature of the negotiation now going on between 
Texas, Mexico and Great Britain is unknown tothe public. I 
have no certain data to go on, and can therefore only conjecture. 
It is known that Great Britain is the mediator, and it is also 
known that no communication has passed from the government 
of Mexico to the government of Texas. The communication 
made by Santa Anna through Judge Robinson, to the people of 
the Department of Texas, proposing to receive commissioners 
from Texas totreat for peace on the basis of Texas recognizing 
the sovereignty of Mexico, anda verbal repetition of the same 
offer through the British Minister, is the only basis on which the 
present Texian Commissioners were appointed. What their in- 
structions are I know not, and what the President expects to ac- 
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eomplish, I know not. Ir is vet geant tolioved Wie Bag 
I believe rro such thing. If Tam right’ shout De ‘vidkeof British 
policy, it is‘altogether impossible. - If. Great Britain intends:to ` 
abolish slavery in Texas, and to acquire the country from ihe 
Nueces to the Rio Grande, she will not permit ‘Mexico: now: to. 
‘acknowledge the Independénce of ‘Texas. I- again repeat the 
thing is impossible. Texas, Great Britain: well knows, is not 
preparéd yet to abolish slavery, or to surrender the territory. in 
question, and she has to be managed or rather tricked into it— 
Under the garb of friendship and openly avowing a . desire for 
our Independence—the English Minister- has completely warm- 
ed himself into the confidence of our government... He is amia- 
ble—sociable, a highly accomplished gentleman, and I regard 
him as possessing talents that would well qualify him to be the 
Premier of Great Britain. Heis here openly anxious for our 
Independence, but in fact he is the man who.controls our destiny 
with Mexico, and who now, both in England and, Mexico, directs. 
the course things are to take. If I am right in-my conjectures. 
then the only result attending the present negotiation will be 
an armistice. Nothing will be said about the boundary, because 
neither England nor Mexico inténd that we-shall have beyond 
the Nueces, and they well know that Texas now will not con- 
cede the territory. Nothing will be said about the acknowledg- 
ing of the Mexican Sovereignty, because both Bngland and Mexi- 
co well know that Texas will not now concede that point. We 
shall have granted us an armistice say for five years, and a lu- 
crative trade will grow up between our people and Mexico. Our 
Western country will settle up—a large number, of Europeans 
will have settled in the country, and the abolition soeiety will 
have settled their colonies between the Nueces and: Rio Grande. 
At the termination of the armistice, the question will be, shall we 
have Peaceor War? England by that time, if not sooner, will 
have consummated her plans; her collossal strength will then 
be concentrated for the. purpose: of setiling the Oregon. question, 
for that question is even now before Parliament, and she will 
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“then: side-with: Mexico. . She. -will:then say to Texas, you have 

‘already acknowledged. iie. Mexican: Soyereignty.. Santa Anna, 
l expressly through Mr. Robinson and through our Minister, laid 

"down the-position that he ‘would: only receive commissioners on 
the basis éi an acknowledgment of the Sovereignty of Mexico.-- 
On that -proposition you appointed them. You required no other 
terme when you accepted:the armistice, you asked for no recog- 
nition of your boundary, and you cannot shew one word or line . 
in which he ever recognized you asa government: independe at, 
or your Executive'as a President.—We will side with Mexico 
against you, unless you abolish slavery and acknowledge tho 
iNueces for your boundary. Backed by the influence she will by 
bet intrigues. have acquired in the countr y—by the Western 
people won over by peace, and a most luerative trade, by the 
large Eniblish and: other European population, introduced into 
the country expressly for the purpose, and by the abolition set 
tlements between the Nueces and Rio Grande, she will cause 
Texas by her own legislation to seat forever her own destiny.— 
Such is British friendshipe—such British intrigue—and such will 
bé the result unless you Now prevent it. 

. But admitting that the negotiations now pending may take a 
different turn; and that our independence shall be acknowledged 
by. Mexico, still the South is far from being secure. Even if the 
British government apparently retires from this question, it will 
only be for the "purpose of effecting the abolition of slavery in 
"ahother form. The professional gentleman of Texas, of whom 
‘Lord Brougham speaks, has gone on for the avowed purpose of 
influencing the Abolition Society in London to take measures to 
throw into the country a large white population which in a short 
time will change the Constitution and abolish slavery at the bal- 
lot box. And this course is one of the most feasible that has yet 
presented itself. "The voting population of Texas is not fifteen 
thousand, and the atolition society has nothing to do but to give 
` direction to that immense emigraticn continually going on from 
their own country, and ina single year the end could be accom- 
plished. ‘When you reflect on the vast sums donated to that So- 
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ae and of the vast sums: annually expended - in. carrying o out 
their principles; you will readily ` perceive got only - how-;egsy.| it 
is to carry out their plan, but also how certainly it will be dene. 
You must yourselves be fully persuaded that no.. amount of mon- ] 
ey or of exertion will. be spared by the society or by the govern- 
ment in effecting the abolition of slavery bere, The. fiat has. 
gone forth—their engines are all at work, and again I say itis: 
for you to stand forth or you will be tbe.victims. S 
Did the present population of Texas consult their pecuniary 
interests they would most readily embrace the terms of Great 
Britain. They could sell their slaves and render valuable their 
lands, and introduce an overwhelming population into the coun- 
try, and they gould retire to their own native land laden with 
British gold. But reared and educated in the land and in the prin- 
ciples of Washiagton, they prefer to endure poverty#and priva- 
tion of every kind, than toencounter the arms of Mexicans and 
the machinations of Britain. They prefer to sacrifice ease and 
wealth in defence of the principles of their Southern brethren 
who have already so manfully and so generously aided them in 
their struggle, and now having warned them of the position that 
Texas occupies—of the intrigues going on, and of the danger 
impending, they ask to be received into the American Union,-and 
if the North now refuses and the South declines to make com- 
mon cause with Texas—we bid you an everlasting farewell.— 
Our destiny whether for weal or woe, will be in British hands, 
andthe ties that have hitherto united us will be parted forever. 
Fellow-Citizens of the United States! the truths here develop- 
ed will be no less astounding to you than they are harrowing to 
us—we are of your country—we are of your kindred—we speak 
your language and reverence your institutions. If we have been 
wanderers from the fold—weall yet yearn either for “the North 
or South countrie,” we all yet desire the protection of the Stripes 
and the Stars; we shrink from the idea that conflicting interests 
may ever compel us to raise our arms in hostile array’ against 
our kindred, our friends and playmates of another country. We 
have been wanderers for years ina new country.- We have 
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subdied i e ha ` the pürpóses. ‘of. ágriculmre. We have, unaided, 
combatted: ‘the savage Indian, and driven him even. from the home 
of the Méxicans. A mere handful, we have been compelled to 
take up arms in deferice of “our country, our altars and our 
homes,” against the most ungratefal and ünprineipled country | 
that disgraces the civilized age. Under the Stripes and the Stars 
and. the soul-stiring influence of your own “Yankee Doodle,” we 
achieved our independence on the plains of San Jacinto. We 
are now in danger. Great Britain would control us, and too 
weak to protect e we ask for your protection and for ad- 
mission as a State into your Union. We will bring to you the 
‘most interesting country on earth. Our counties and our towns 
will testify that occupying a new country we haye cherished and 
appreciated the worth and the value alike of all sections of your 
country. They have the names of Washington and Adams, of 
Franklin and Henry, of Jefferson and Hamilton, of Jackson and 
Clay, and wherever you go the names that you hear, bespeak for 
us the fact that in this new country we are al! Federalists and 
all Republicans. Your acquisition of Florida and Louisiana 
were war measures and based on necessity. The same princi- 
ple is now involved—the same necessity now exists, and as Tex- 
as once composed a part of your government, we assert that a- 
greeably to your Constitution she could not be severed from it.— 
Texas, agreeably to the Constitution of the United States is still 
a portion of your territory, and no Constitutional objection can 
exist as to the retaking of us into the Union. And as the spirit 
that animated the heroes of „Bunker s Hill was the same that 
animated those of New Orleans, and as the spirit that rallies 
ar ound the Stripes and Stars is also one, and that purely Ameri- 
can—knowing no difference of institutions, recollecting no sec- 
tional jealousies or conflicting interests, may not Texas inaulge 
the fond hope . that the same oNE spirit will sitin judgment on 
her application, and that the sympathies of the American people, 
which seek. for object of its bounty and compassion in the re- 
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fellow-citizens. 
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To John Gier Adams În closing this- teply, I regard. it as. 
particularly fortunate that you are one to whom. it: is dddressed."

“To the e Honorable the EE of the State of Mississippi: 


The undersigned, Topographical Engineer i in the service of the 

State, begs leave to make the following 
l . REPORT. 

By the 4th Section:of an act of the last Legislature, under 
which I received my appointment, it is made the duty of the To- 
pographical Engineer to “survey and lay out the nearest and best 
practicable route for a Rail Road from Brandon, in Rankin Couns 
ty, to the State line of Alabama, on a line, as near as 
may be, to Selma, Cahawba, and Montgomery, in said State.— 
And ‘also to survey and lay out the best route for a le 
vee on the Mississippi River, beginning at the Northern boune 
dary of the State, and terminating atthe mouth of the Yazoo Ri. 
ver; and to estimate the probable cost of the said Rail Road, and 
Levee and report the same to the next Legislature of this State, 
together with maps of the same. 

‘In the discharge of these duties I proceeded immediately after my 
appointmentto make a map of the counties of Rankin, Leake 
Scott, Neshoba, Newton, Keniper and Lauderdale and portions of 
the adjoining counties in this State and of the counties of Green 
and Sumpter in Alabama; embracing the whole district 
of country lying between the two prescribed terminii of the 
proposed Rail Road. I made, also, an abstract fiom the 
field notes of the original surveys filed in the office of the 
Surveyor General, comprising all the information concerning the 
Topography of the country, reported by the deputy Surveyors. 

Aided by this information, together with much derived 
from the inhabitants of the country, in my progress through 
it, I madè a persónal examination of the several routes indicated 
‘by tlie topographical features of the country. Upon-a careful 
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' eomparisón öf theif merits; läser ined. -néarly ‘the: position and 
direction of the foüte most ‘nearly ` ‘Conforming to" the’ eótidi- 
tions prescribed by the Legislature.‘ I-then proceeded with- ten äs- 
sistants to make an instrumental survey; détermining: the hòřizon- 
tal directions and distances by rheans of. thé compass and chain, and . 
the vertical positions of the surface by the spirit level. MEE 

The route commences in Brandon, Rankin county, and running 
thence on various courses; generally a few degrees north of east, 
passes up the valley of a branch of Richland creeks to its head: 
thence to the head of a branch of Pelahatchie; thence down said 
branch to Pelahatchie: thence up the valley of Pelahatchie, to the 
line dividing the counties of Rankin and Scott; thence due east 
along the high flat, dividing the waters flowing northerly, from 
those flowing southerly to the head of Pottock-Cheto creek, 
Newton county; thence down the valley’ of Pottock-Cheto, to its 
junction with Chunky; thence down the valley of Chunky to the 
line separating the counties of Newton and Lauderdale: thence to 
Tallahatta at the mouth of Cow creek: thence up the valley of 
Cow creek to its head: thence to the head of Fairchild’s creek; thence 
to the valley of Sowashy, and up said valley to the mouth of Nan- 
nobby: thence up the valley of Nannobby to its head: thence'to the 
head of 'Toomsooba: thence down the valley of Toomsooba to Sec- 
tion 28 Township 7, Range 18 east: thence due east to the State 
boundary line: terminating in fractional Section 25, Township 7, 
Range 18, east; 93 miles east, and 10 miles north from the point of 
beginning: 

The route is indicated by pickets at intervals of 400 feet, num- 
bered consecutively from O to 1289; the total distance being 97 
miles and 1132 yards. To this distance I add 2 miles and 628 
yardsfor double track at depots, turn-outs &c. making the total 
length of superstructure 100 miles. ' 

The Survey being merely experimental, no cross levels were 
run to fix the exact position of the road. In the final location of 
the work, the amount of excavation and embankment will be con- 
siderably diminished from the estimate, in consequence of deflect- 
ing the line, toavoid hills and other obstacles, or to cross them 
more advantageously. The reduction of the inequalities of sur-

‘From the field notes of the Survey, I dos by calculation the 
dati for projecting the . profile (herewith presented) of the earth’s 
, surface. along the route; showing the relative elevations and depres- 
sions atthe points indicated. by the pickets, 400 feet apart. The 
different. elevations are exhibited in relative proportion on] y, to each 
other; for in order to render apparent to the eye, the smaller ine- 
qualities the scale of vertical projection, is necessarily taken much 
. greater than that of the horizontal distances. In this profile the 
vertical is to the horizontal scale, as thirty to one; so that all verti- 
cal inequalities are thirty times exaggerated: in other words, 

every real difference of one foot, appears in the profile as thirty 
feet: and the: ramps and slopes of the grade line appear to have 
‘thirty degrees of inclination from the horizon for one degree in re- 
. ality, | 

The elevations are generally surmounted by-very easy grades; 
ranging, for the most part, between a level and a slope of 40 feet 
per mails, Of the 210 grades, only 23 reach an elevation of 5 feet 
in A00, or 66 feet per mile. Six of these exceed 6 feet in 400; the 
heaviest grade being 6 49-100, or 852 feet per mile. 

The estimates are for a work of great solidity and permanence’ 
the mud-sils to be double under each string of track, with cross-ties 
‘two feet apart, the rails to be of T Iron, weighing 45 pounds 
per yard: the-superstructure to rest every where upon solid earth, 
tressels being no where employed. The breadth ofthe upper sur- 
face of embankments is calculated at 134 fect and the breadth of the 
base, 134 feet more than twice the altitude. The exterior slopes in 
‘excavations, are caleulated at 45 degrees inclination from the per- 
pendicular; and the road way through them is proposed to be 13} 
feet wide, to allow ample room for drainage, thereby providing 

against the danger of the tracks being covered with-mud washed 
from the exterior slopes. In several deep-cuts both these latter quanti- 
ties may be diminished, thereby materially lessening the expense. 
The quantity of diminution, however, cannot well be ascer- 
‘tained, but rust be determined, on the spot, by the circumstances of 
each case. The amount of excavation and embankment is determin- 
ed by more than 15000 numerical calculations, made with care and 
frequently submitted to proof; and which, it is believed, approx- 
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imate very nearly to rigid’ accuracy, according. to the given: 
data. The estimates-submitted are exclusive of the cost of the right 
of way, which may reasonably be con sidered as an item of ng great 


amount; inasmuch as a large. part-of the route runs through’ lands. 


of the United States, and it is presumed. that congress will: freely 
grant the right of way, as well asthe requisite timber; or, Mississippi 
may locate a portion of her grant of.ahalfa million of acres, upon 
lands necessary for the use of the Rail Road. On a part. of the 
Ioute the public lands are valuable. Individual proprietors of the 
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are willing to grant the right of way, and timber without compen- 
sation. The lands in the immediate vicinity of the, route afford 
timber in abundance, generally ofa good-quality and of all kinds 
necessary to be used in the construction. In nearly every locality 


there may be conveniently obtained long leafed pine, post oak or 
cypress for mud-sils;—and for cross-ties, post oak chesnut, sassafras. 
or locust. Stone is not abundant, and an extensive use of it as a-ma- 


terial is not contemplated. 

The expense of Iron materials, being about two thirds ‘of the 
entire cost, is estimated according to prices in the United States, in- 
cluding import duty and transportation. Stiould congress by law 
authorize this State to import the requisite iron free of duty, the 
cost would, of course, be diminished by so much asthe duty en- 
hances the price. 

i have madeno estimates for Locomotives and cars, since it is obvi- 
ous, that until the completion of the "Jackson and Brandon Rail 
Road, no profitable use can be made of any such portion of the 
State Road, as can, with reasonable despatch, be completed before 
the next session of the Legislature. 

The salary of the State Engineer, being determined the Le- 
gislature in its wisdom, 1s not made an item in the estimates. —

The. undersigned begs leave, in. continuation, to report to your 
honorable body, that after having made the survey of the rail road 
route above reported, and before completing the calculations there- 
of, he proceeded, in the further discharge of his duties, to make a 
survey of a route for a levee, from high water mark on the south 
bank of Horn Lake (through which the northern boundary line 
of this State passes) along the left bank of the Mississippi river to 
the junction of the Yazoo River therewith. This work was com- 
menced. by the-undersigned, aided by eleven assistants, early in Jan- 
uary 1843, and was prosecuted with all possible vigor until April 
of the same year, when the field work was accomplished, as far as 
the bank of the Yazoo. River, near its mouth. 

The high water of the Mississippi River rendered it impossible 
to execute, at that time, the remaining work which the law requires 
the Topographical Engineer.to perform, and report thereon to. this 
Legislature, to-wit: the survey from Ellis Cliffs to the mouth of 


Total, one million and eighty three thousand four $1 083,428 
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Buffalo Bayou. And the greatamount of labor required to make 
the calculations, projections; <&c., of the four hundred miles of aut- 
vey completed, has demanded the utmost industry of the-wnder- 
signed- until the present time—it having been ‘impossible to make 
that survey without leaving incomplete the calculations of the sys- 
veys herein reported. ` The undersigned, therefore, most respectful- 
ly asks to be allowed to make that part of his labors, the subject. of 
a separate report, to be rendered to your honorable body as soon as 
the work can be performed ; to which he designs. proceeding with» - 
out delay. 

In the absence of specific directions relative to the location of the 
levee, I had no alternative but to exercise my best discretion, and f 
employ every means available, to ascertain the most eligible route 
whereon the levee could be constructed so as to accomplish the de- 
sign of the Legislature, at the least expense to the State. . With 
this object in view, I sought to run the line upon the highest ridges 
of land within a reasonable distance from the river. To leave the 
river at a considerable distance, in parts most exposed to such ac- 
tion of the current as to cause a falling away of the bank; and to 
embrace within the levee as much valuable land as possible, com- 
patibly with these considerations, and: without greatly increasing 
the length of the levee. 

It is not presumed that the line herein reported, is, in all places, 
such as best to fulfil these conditions. In several places it ought to 
be located farther from falling banks—in others higher ground ` 
may be selected; and there are, doubtless, some where individual 
interests may be favored without detriment to the State. 

The point of the greatest difficulty, was to dedide whether it was 
the will of the Legislature that the levee should follow the banks 
of the river around its great salient bends, by which it forms pen- 
insulas of great perimeter. or across the neck, or isthmus. In the 
greater number of instances, the latter alternative was adopted, for 
the following reasons: 

Because of the great difference in distance—because the. surface 
of the land across (he necks is generally higher than, that of the 
surrounding bank; because they contain nó » ands Belonging: to the 
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-Statey-and because. T understood. that many.of the proprietors of the 
Joe apd, uncultivated: lands.upon them, prefered that they should be 
left to: redeive-the-annual deposites of the river; by which the-sur- 
‘face sin such- localities.continges to be elevated. It is, however, 
deemed: worthy of consideration whether or not in some cases, 
where: lands are left without the'levee, and damaged by the high 
floods eorisequent upon its-erectioh, the compensation awarded to 
their proprietors may not be gr eater than the čest of a levee to 
‘protect the lands. ' 

‘Wherever levees were found the line was run upon them, so 
that the profile in those parts, exhibits not the natural surface, but 
the upper surface of those Tevees, and the corresponding calcula- 
tions, show the amount of embankment necessary to raise them toa 
height conforming to that-of the proposed levee. ‘The upper sur- 
. faces of these levees are generally of sufficient width to sustain the 
required additional embankment. The calculations are made on 
the assumption of this fact- 

The estimates herein submitted are the results of strict cal- 
- culation, the notes of the instrumental survey being the data. The 
calculations are for a levee whose summit, is at every point, three 
feet above the line of highest water at that point, the base being 
twice the altitude, or six feet more than twice the height of highest 
water, except at the crossings of sloughs and bayous where the up- 
per surface is made equal to twice the height, and the base-four 
times the height, to give additional strength to oppose the augmen- 
ted pressure and abrasive force of the current. The levee, with 
those exceptions, consisting of as many frustrums of triangular 
pyramids as there ate points of different altitudes on the natural 
surface. This form of embankment was prefered, because it op- 
poses, with a given quantity of earth, a maximurn resistance to the 
lateral pressure of a body of water of its own height. 

That a levee of these dimensions will be sufficient, may be shown 
thus: by a law of Elydrostatics, the pressure of a fluid at any 
point, is asits distance below the surface; and since the transverse 
section of the | embankment is an isogoles triangle, the quantity of 
earth; or resisting, force, at any point, is in the same ratio of dis- 
tance from the vertex, so-that if at any point, the resistance. will bal- 
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ance the pressure, the pressure and résistance will be mutually - 
equal at all points. To find the requisite thickness of embankment for 
any depth of water, take for example-3: feet—then. 3 will represent 
the pressure at the bottom: Noe (he specific gravity*of be soi 

of the Mississippi banks. compared with. water, being about 2 to 1, 

one half of three, or 14 feet of earth, would just balance thé pres 
„sure of the water. But the altitude of the levée is six feet, (three 
feet above high water) and.the base is 12 feet. It consequently op- 
poses a resistance equal to eight times the pressure. Add to the 
pressure 6-10. of itself, the quantity due to the velocity of motion, 
supposing the current to be four miles per hour, and to strike the 
levee perpendicularly to its face, which can scarcely ever take place, 
even by any combined action of winds and current, and the force 

becomes a fraction more than one-fourth of the resistance.. But 
suppose the water should rise to the top of the levee, (three feet: 
higher than the flood of 1840) of which there is not the most re- 
mote probability, and the levee will stil] present. a resistance nearly 
double the pressure. 

It is deemed expedient to place a lock at the mouth of the. Yazoo 
Pass. In the absence of any expression of legislative will on the 
subject, the undersigned: has not presumed to offer any estimate of 
its cost. It may vary from 4000 to 10,000 dollars, according to 
the size of the vessels it is required to receive, and the character and, 
material of the structure. 

It will be seen that the cost of the levee below the mouth of Mud- 
dy Bayou, a distance of 8 miles, 52 chains and 85 links is 1mmense- 
ly disproportionate to that of the other portion of the levee.. ‘Its 
construction, it is believed, will have no effect in preventing an 
overflow behind it, unless a levee be extended op (he Yazoo and its 
tributaries to a point above the high water mark common to the 
Mississippi and Yayoo. This point, of course, can be determined 
only by a survey. | 

In a report which I had the honor to TT to the Legislature 
at its last session, I made a hypothetical estimate of the cost of the 
levee. It will be seen that the estimate now. presented and. founded 
on calculation, falls below that 4986. 53-100 dollars. . I then as- 
sumed the average overflow at high flood, to be 20 inches." The 
calculations show that the amount of embankment is equal to the 
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-contetit: " a uniform nus three, feet above high water, uniformly 
186-10 inches above the surface. 

. L offered also some suggestions relative ‘to the economy of the 
State purchasing slaves to perform the labor.

—— "The people of the State having elected me to the office of 
Goverhor, I appear before you for the purpose of taking the oath 
prescribed by the. constitution, preparatory to entering on the re- 
sponsible duties assigned me by the laws of the land. In doing SO, 
I will conform to an ancient custom, rendered obligatory by the 
example of others, and submit to the country an outline of my views, 
and of the. principles: which | äre to govern me in my official conduct. 
` Tt shall ever bei wi purpose ‘to act completely within the powers

delegated to the Executive. : I will-avoid all encroachments upon 
the other separate departments of goverument;. and. believingt that 
the prosperity of the country demands it, I will. resist, at aH times, 
the slightest invasion of the rights and*powers: ;of thé department 
under my Control, The preservation of the constitution, and the 
enduring interests of the citizen, demand that the lines ‘which di- - 
vide the three great departments of government, should be strictly 
observed. In my efforts to enforce their observance, andin all my 
exertions to preserve unimpaired the great and. essential principles 
of free government, I anticipate the united support of the whole 
country: For whatever dissensions may exist. among ourselves;- 
and however heated our feelings may become in a pglitical struggle, 
when the contest is over, and the result known, all of us bew with 
becoming respect, to the will of a majority; and the defeated, no 
less than the successful party, feel a laudable anxiety to see the 
government administered with justice, and with scrupulous fidelity 
to the constitution. 

In governments like ours, where the people rule with no ‘thie 
limitation to their powers, than those imposed by a written constitu- 
tion, we cannot too often recur to-that instrument, nor avoid with 
too much care, any infraction of its sacred provisions. The people 
when correctly advised, will always do right. Having no motive 
to err, and the strongest possible incentive to act with justice and 
fidelity, their unbiassed opinions may always be trusted: But from 
a great variety of causes, peculiar to popular governments, there is 
danger that majorities will sometimes be led into excesses. The 
limitations to their powers imposed by the constitution, are on such 
occasions, the only’safeguard to the rights of the minority. 

If these limitations be removed, no matter whether by the. con- 
sent of the weak, or the unbridled will of the strong, the minority 
will sooner or later become the mere serfs of the majority, and our 
government, now free and happy, affording protection to us all, must 
gradually degenerate into the worst of tyranies,—a tyrany knowing 
nolaw butthe will of a licentious majority—affording no. protection 
save that which the powerful may deign tọ give. ... .. 

n. are admonished by: considerations such as s these, to refero côn- 
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tially to tho instroment itself, and to invoke | its silent but potent 
as toi one constr uction of the GE in tiniest light we may 
regard certain rights claimed by one party, and denied by another, 
we must all insist upon carrying out-its positive commands, and 
obey with fidelity, its no less positive prohibitions. ‘That tempta- 
tion may sometimes be thrown in our way—that we may be assailed 
in the faithful discharge of our duty by the ignorant or vicious, is 
not to be denied. But shall we, therefore, be less faithful to our con- 
stitution, or ought we not rather to guard it with a more vestal care. 
Let us make all needful sacrifices to secure the good opinion of 
others. We may enlighten the ignorant, and remonstrate with 
such as knowingly do us wrong; but sooner let us abandon our 
hearths and our fire- sides, than suffer the slightest infraction of this 
palladium of our liberties. I have been led into these reflections, 
by the too common expression that altho’ the constitution was man- 
ifestly violated i in the issuance of the Union Bank bonds, yet, inas- 
muéh as a majority of the people approved it at the time, therefore 
the whole people must submit to taxation to pay them: Thus de- 
claring that the will ofthe majority, and not the constitution, shall 
be tlie measure of power, and virtually making one acknowledged 
wrong the pretext for committing a still more grievous wrong.— 
But how, it may be asked, will the constitution be violated in levy- 
ing á tax to pay a debt, even though that debt was contracted in 
violation of the constitution. It has been assumed that the taxing 
power resides with the Legislature, and that they may exercise it 
for any purpose within their discretion, not positively prohibited by 
the constitution, This construction of the powers of the Legisla- 
ture, is by far too- comprehensive. Under it, the legislative de- 
partment may tax ad libitem. No such authority, in my opinion, 
was ever conferred. ‘The Legislature may rightfully tax the eiti- 
zen to defray tlie economical’ expenses of the government, and to 
pay the debts of the State; but it would be going far beyond the 
authority delegated to them to levy taxes to pay the debts of any - 
one, or all the corporations within the State. If the Union Bank ' 
bonds constituted a debt against the State, then would it be consti- 
tutional to tax the citizen to pay them; but that these bonds do not 
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constitute such a debt, will, 1 think, be made sufficiently manifest 
by a candid review of their ` origin, ‘and of that clause of the consti 
.tution under wliich they eould only i issue. i 

"When, i in 1832, the people of Mississippi n met in convéntion for 
the purpose of re-modeling their form of government, and of adopt. 
ing a more perfect constitution, among tle most interesting. of the 
subjects which addressed themselves to their consideration, was 
that of the public credit. They saw the English people laboring | 
under a debt, which, commencing in the reign of William Bd, had 
grown in the short space of one hundred and forty years, to the 
enormous sum of three thousand millions of dollars. They saw v the 
French, no less fortunate in regard to their public debt, actually 
‘compelled, after the most painful privations, to throw off more than 
thrée: hundred millions, issued on account of the public faith, They 
saw the States, in the new and in the old world, in debt beyond 
their ability to pay. They saw at least sixteen, out.of the then 
twenty-four States of our own Union, contracting heavy liabilities 
for banking purposes, andthe most visionary schemes of internal 
anprovement. Duly impressed with the vastness of the subject, 
and at once resolving to avoid the whirlpool which had swallowed 
up so many States, they solemnly declared (see 9th sec. 7th art. con.) 
that “no law should ever be passed to raise a loan of money upon 
the credit of the State, or to pledge the faith of the State for the 
payment or redemption of any loan or debt, unless stich law be pro- 
posed in the Senate or House of Representatives, and be agreed to 
by a majority of the members 6f each House, and entered on the 
journals with the yeas and nays taken thereon, and be referred to 
the next succeeding Legislature, and published for three months 
previous to the next regular election in three newspapers in ‘this 
State; and unless a majority of each branch ‘of the Legislature SO 
elected, after such publication, shall agree to and pass - sueh law; 
and in such case, the yeas and nays shall be taken and entered on 
the journals of each House;” and the conclusion of the declaration 
of ngns declares that “all laws contrary to the constitution, shall 
be void. 

In 1837, the Loge passed a bill entitled “an act to incor- 
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porate. t the. subscribers to the Mississippi Union Bank.” ‘The 5th 
section of this bill proposed that i in order to facilitate the said: Union 
Bankin the loan of her capital ef fifteen millions five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, the faith of the State should be pledged, both for the 
security of the capital and interest, By the 2d section of the bill, 
books of subscription for the entire capital of the bank, were to be 
opened i in the manner there pointed out, and the subscriptions when 
made, are. by this second section, declared to be for the purpose of 
Securing the loan of fifteen millions five hundred thousand dollars. 
By the 4th section of the bill, the owners of real estate who are. 
citizens of the State of Mississippi, are the only persons entitle^ to 
"subscribe for stock, By the 8th section, subscribers are re quired 
to secure their stock by mortgages on real estate and oth’sr proper- 
ty, to be i in all cases equal to their respective subscr iptions; and 
this is declared to be for the purpose of securing tne capital and in- 
terest of bonds for fifteen millions five hundred fpousand-dollars, 
which were authorized to be issued by the 5th section. The 3Uth 
section requires the Governor. to execute ^o tha bank, from time to 
time, bonds i in amount proportional to the fams subscribed and se- 
' eured, as required by the charter. 
Such are some of. the essential ‘provisions of this bill, now called 


the original charter of the Mississ;pp', Union Bank. Upon its intro- 


duction, ne one doubted, asit. pro posed by the 5th section to pledge 
the faith of the State, that i*, ca» no within the purview of the consti- 
tution, and that it was the refre necessary to carry it through all the 
formula required by tb e 9t! section of the 7th article of that instru- 
ment; until this wa's dorse, its vitality was held in abeyance by the 
constitution. It was required, among other things, to be published 
for three months i", three newspapers of the State, previous to the 
gent regalar ele ction; and for what purpose! To my mind, Fel. 
low-Citi "zens, there could have been but one purpose,—that to en- 
lighten | the -people filly as to the whole scheme—the amount of mo- 
Ka be borrowed—the mode and manner of its disposition—how 
, t- was t.o be. paid back—who was to receive the profits—and above 
all, Ww. bat indemnity the people were to have for their plighted faith.

for what? that the people might see ‘wlio was for it, and who againit | 
it. Thislaw, as originally passed, was a cunningly. devised scheme ^ 
fora bank, and one singularly: calculated. to captivate: the publie E: 
mind. By itas published, among many other ines, thé j peo ople 
were informed that a Union Bank ‘was to'be” 'establislied; with: a 
capital of fifteen millions five hundred thousánd dollars; thé whole 
capital was to be subscribed by individuals, and “secured by řňort- 
gage on real and other property; and this being done, thé Gover- 
nor was to execute bonds and deliver them to ‘the diréctors of the 
bank, for the purpose of ‘facilitating the institution forthe ps j^ 
capital. i 
This institution then, in which the State had no sort of « concern, » 
except so far as to loan her credit to individual stockholders, who ' 
had amply secured her against loss in the security given for their 
stock, was the one which the people were assured was. to be. estab- 
lished, and to it they were asked to give their sanction. They did 
so, and the Legislature, as in duty bound under’ the-constitution; 
repassed this law in every line, word and syllable as it had, passed 
before. If they had here paused there would have been no diffe 
culty as to this vexed question of the bonds—the constitutional 
requirements had all been fulfilled, and if the money had been bor- 
rowed under the provisions of this law, (be State would have been 
constitutionally bound to return it, though every; dollar of it had 
been sunk in the ocean on its passage home. But in ten days . 
after the second passage of this law they passed another act: which 
it is now attempted to blend with and make part and: parcel of the 
original act, though the fact is not denied -that this.second: substan- 
tive, distinct act, has never undergone a solitary one of the: consti- 
tutional requirements. By this second att the.State is made a stack- 
holder for five millions of dollars, and the Governor is required ‘te 
issue bonds for five millions, to pay for it. Thus the State agrees - 
to facilitate the Union Bank for a loan of money after she Ze amply’ 
indemnified against loss by the individual -stockholders in ‘the con: 
cern, and forthwith, without consent, and as T assume withoüt her ` 
knowledge, she is made ‘stockholder for five millions, and:'to pay a 
for it her bonds issued-for that amount—-and before any! thing elad^

‘States, ‘without first obtaining the consent of the people, than a

: And this being the case, when the people gave their consent’ to 
-the issuance of bonds, the Legislature was bound to issue (em, or 
cause them tobe issued upon such terms and under such limitations 
and restrictions as the people may impose. And with as much pro- 
priety niight it be-said that the people having consented to the issu- 
ance of fifteen millions of dollars on the credit of the State, the 
Legislature would have.a right to order issued 100 millions, as te 
say that under authority to issue boncs aftor ample indemnity has 
been given “the State, the right was conferred to issue bonds upon 
the sole credit of :the commonwealth, and without any sort of secu- 
rity or indemnity. Does not every one perceive that it is one thing 
for.the State to` “facilitate” individual stockholders of a bank bya 
loan of her credit after those individuals had secured her against 
loss—and that it is a very different thing for the State, without her 
consent, to beforced into banking upon her own credit and at her 
‘own risk. The propositions are-as separate and distinctas any two 
things can be, andthe people whose will must always be consulted 
when. the public faith is about to be pledged, might very readily con- 
sent tothe ‘one and yet never agree-to the other. I assume that the 
people ‘never would have assented to this. second proposition—but ` 
whether they would: or not,ʻis not now, in dispute. One thing is cer-

I, a. citizen 
of your Stase, purchase a forged bond or a-warrant which turns. eut 
to have been issued in fraud of the laws regulating the treasury; it 
will be admitted on all hands that I canxiot. collect it—thongh I may 
have invested in it the labor of my whole. life—and I know of noth- 
ing in the law or in good morals which gives to foreigners rights over 
our own citizens. The principle of caveat emptor is applicable-in 
all such cases to resident citizens, and I know of nothing which 
reqĝires the settlement of the rights of EE upon a differ- 
ent principle. 

T'he position has been assumed that the stockholders ot the Union 
Bank were bound to the amount of their respective stock subscribed. 
Be this as it may, it is a matter with which the Legislature and Exec- 
utive have no concern. The courts of the country are open-for the 
settlement of questions like this, and to them let it be referred. , 

Lam not aware that any further legislation will be. necessary to 
aid the parties concerned to procure an adjudication of their rights. 
If any should be, however, I shall be willing at all times to concur 
in such measures as the Legislature may adopt for that purpose. 

Whether any thing is ever to be realized from the bank itself is 
questionable; but if any thing ever should be, the Legislature I hope 
will take care that it be faithfully paid over to the bond-holders, Itis 
thought if the State, through her Legislature, meddles in any way 
with the assets of the bank, she thereby imposes some sort of ` obli- 
gation upon herself to pay the bonds. The position is not well 
taken. There is but one way in which the State can now bé oblig. 
ed to pay these bonds, and that is to pledge ber faith i in the manner 
prescribed by the constitution for the redemption of this lean ot debt. 

The State in her sovereign capacity: may see that :justice is done 

between an incorporated bank within her limits. ae its ind d 
itors,and this she ought to do. ` . get 

if an improper use is. made. of one ates nameda oii ano- 
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aii pe money; ‘and it is in the power of the man whose sme

reach, and this being done, she is absolved in law, in morals, and in 
good: conscience from all further connexion with the bank and with: 
the bonds, 

No subject i is better under stood at home than this, and I should not 
on that account have alluded to it at all, but for the extremely harsh. 
and unwarrantable attacks made on the State by citizens of other- 
States, and of foreign nations. An impression unfavorable to the 
motives and character of our people has-been induced abroad by. 
whom end for what motive I shall not pause to enquire. But when 
the integr ity of my State is questioned, and her fair name reproach.. 
fully used, whether through ignorance, or to effect some extraneous: 
purpose, I will speak as becomes a Mississippian; not as a partizan, 
but as a citizen deeply interested in all that affects my eountry, will 
I make at least one effort to roll back the tide of obloquy which 
others are hürling against her. Amid the opprobious epithets of the 
maligners of my beloved State will I assert, in the face of the 
civilized world, that Mississippi has no more repudiated her ob- 
ligations thaii has any other State or nation. She has claimed 
for her self the right—(a right which she will never surrender)—to 
construe her own fundamental law, and to decide whether debts 
have been imposed on her in violation of that law. This she has 
done—and this is all she has done—this is the head and front of her 
offending, ' She is sovereign within her limits, and in that sovereign 
capacity. has she decided this question.—$She has decided not that 
she will repudiate her debts, but that this is not her debt, and she 
spurns alike the carping enemies who would menace her, and the 
pretended friends who would seduce her into an abandonment of her: 
position! ^ I: need not pursue this subject further;—the people have 
decided it at the ballot box;—and having assumed their position in 
full view of all the consequences which it can possibly involve, they 
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are. prepared to"maihtain: it with a Sege, becomiss à Sen 
people, conscious of the rectitude of -théir own conduct ua by - 
denunciation at home or-abroad, and unsedüced by the eloquendé. of. 
men sent hither to persuade them to pay debts they do: riot Wer = 

While we proclaim to the world our. unalterable’ determination. 
never to submit to taxation, to pay one cent ofthis unjust ‘demand, ` 
let us also proclaim justice to our honest creditors, Wheréver. 
there exists a debt against the State, contracted in good : faith and 
with a proper regard to the constitution, it must be discharged to 
the last mill. Ofthis character do I regard the bonds issued.on 
account of the Planters’ Bank, and .come what may, the State can. 
never shrink from the payment of them. Let prompt and éfficient 
action.be taken for their settlement. A’ speedy liquidation of them 
will afford what every good citizen is anxious to see, a fitting op- 
portunity to manifest to the world. that in rejecting the Union Bank 
bonds we are actuated by no mean or sordid principle of dollars 
and cents, but by a more elevated impulse—that of SES faith.” 
fully to our written constitution, —  - l 

If it were not trenching on the official prerogatives of my imme- 
diate predecessor, I would recommend to the Legislature the im- 
mediate liquidation of the Mississippi Rail Road Company, and 
the Planters’ Bank, and the speedy collection of the sinking fund, 
with a view to the settlement of these bonds. I shall be most hap- 
py to unite with the representatives of the people in.this or. any 
other salutary measure which they, in their wisdom, may adopt for 
the payment of this debt: Besides ‘the holders of these bonds, 
there is another class of creditors who have been fora long t time 
knocking at the doors of the treasury for relief. I allude to domes- 
tic creditors who are holders of treasury warrants. These are cre- 
ditors whose demands cannot.be neglected without the grossest in- 
justice. It can never be good policy ina State to remain long in 
debt. We must pay whai we owe, and there will never be a more 
auspicious moment to begin than the present. . For my: self, I am 
ready for a vigorous and decisive effort fo -release the State from 
embarrassment, and Į invite the concur rent action of the Legisla-. 
ture. Resort to increase taxation will in all pr obability be néces' 
sary. If so, let itbelevied with justice and equality, and the “peo. l 
ple whom we have ever found réady and wlling to bear all needful 
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» prisons to. Support their. government, its credit and its honor, will 
= submit, -without a murmur. . «But before additional. burthens. are im- 
posed: on articles which. dave hitherto. been made the sources of 
revenue, justice "would. seem to demand the inclusion of many arti- 
des. "not hitherto found in the catalogue of taxable pr operty. I 
l would enumerate ‘gold and silver plate, marble mantles and costly 
: furniture. ` No good reason suggests itself to my mind why dwell. 
` ing houses of great value should not be made the object of specific 
tax. ` í Salaried officers have been.made to contribute in other states 
and why not in this. Practising physicians and attorneys, clerks 
and sheriffs and other persons who receive fees and perquisites of 
office. might pay a portion of those receipts to the support of gov- 
ernment. Doubtless the Legislature may add many other- articles 
to those I have enumerated; and if after all these there should be 
a deficit in the revenue, it must be raised by an increased tax up- 
on the property of the citizens generally. 

We are admonished by the situation of the treasury, and the con- 
stant demands of our creditors, to retrench our expenses and to 
adopt more rigid laws for the collection and safe-keeping of the 
public revenue. Biennial sessions ofthe Legislature of short dura- 
tion, will be very effective in reducing the expenses of the govern- 
ment, and J doubt not-the Legislature will devise other means 
equally as much so. ` | i 
` “Our State was the first in the union, and perhaps in the civi- 

lized world, to elect judicial officers by popular suffrage. It was 
a bold experiment in the science of government, and by some it 
has been condemned in unqualified terms, as calculated to corrupt 
the judiciary and endanger the faithful administration of justice.— 
Others are still in doubt whether so great an innovation on the 
usual mode of appointing judges will not. in the end be productive 
of evil.

As intimately connected with the ‘future glory and happiness af 
our State, the subject of education more perhaps than any othér.. 
challenges our deepest consideration. Where is the seminary 
fund, is a question often asked but never yet satisfactorily answered, 
To members of the Legislature let me séy, our: common constitu- 
ents will expect of us some account of this munificent fund, and a 
speedy application of it to the great purpose for which it bas ‘been 
setapart. The day which witnesses the completion of this mag- 
nificent temple of learning will be a brilliant one in the annals of 
Mississippi. It will be regarded as the dawning of x new era in 
the history of letters, and as such will be hailed with joy by. the

Our State will not be appreciated at home nor sufficiently honor- l 
ed abroad, until her educated youth shall acknowledge as their al- 
ma mater this or some other reputable college within our own Im.

“I would knock off the shackles and give to freemen liberty 
In Ate broadest sense. Buf I would extend the blessings of educa- 
tion to every one, that every one might read and understand the 
importance of using that liberty for their own safety and for the ad. 
vancement oftheir country's glory. I cherish it, Fellow-Citizens, 
among the ‘most ardent wishes of my heart,that the day may yet 
come when every white adult in the State of Mississippi may at 
least be enabled to read and write. For this universal education, 
we are to look to common schools and not to those: great seminaries, 
where the more elevated branches of polite literature are taught. 
I will not dwell on the advantages ofsuch schools. It is to be hoped 
however, that an enlightened assembly, legislating no less for the 
future than for the present generation, will not neglect a subject 
which forms. the substantial basis of our social happiness and politi- 
cal prosperity. If my advice could avail any thing, it would be 
freely. given in favor of a general system of common schools, which `

Your committee proceeded first to the investigation of the Sink- 
ing Fund, and found that the whole amount of the fund is $715,- 
957 54 including interest up to the first day of January, 1844; 
of which sum your committee estimate $223,308 55, as ‘being 
good; $182,935 43, as doubtful; $166,067 71, as bad, and $95,- 
840 52 not estimated, your committee not having sufficient infor- 
mation thereon. Thereis, also, belonging to the Sinking Fund, 
$47,796 33 now collected, and inthe bank, in Auditor’s warrants 
and State liabilities. For a full account of the situation of said 
fund, your committee refer todocuments marked A. B. C. hereunto 
appended. The whole amount of the stock in the Planters Bank 
is, $4,261,000, of whieh amount the bank purchased $515,600 in 
the collection of debts, leaving the amount of stock now out, $3,745,- 
400. The whole amount of the assets of the bank (real and per- 
sonal estate included, previous to the late sales.) amounts to $6,- 
431,101 68. The whole amount of the liabilities is $1,371,763 72. 
Of the assets of the bank, $2,616,856 59, is supposed to be. good 
and available, leaving an excess of available assets, over the lia- 
bilities of the bank, of $1,245,092 87. If your committee have 
not over estimated the value of the assets of the bank, there may 
be,by proper and efficient action, realized for the stockholders 
after the payment of all the liabilities of the bank, about $33 25- 
100 on every share. 

The State has an interest of about forty per cent. in the capi- 
tal stock of the bank.

On this I sued and obtained’ 
judgment, which was arranged by the Auditor with the defendant, 
and never came to-my hands, ‘You-will see that after Writing the 
‘above I have inserted the name of John Shields after ‘the name 
T. B. J. Hadley. -I Have done this because I was not certain 
whether it should be Hadley or-Shields— By referring to my re- 
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eipt, which is in'the Auditor’s office, the matter can be reduced to 
a AE AB but one paper ef the amount specified was ever in 
my hands | ^. 

9, In 1837 or 1838, Edwin T. Summers ped from the 
sinking fund the sum of $1000, and gave a note with ‘myself, E. 
Watson, and-a man by the name of Knox, who then lived at Ray- 
mond. After the note fell due, and was unpaid, Knox departed 
this life, leaving his personal estste to pay his portion of the debt. 
I wrote to the-cashier of the Planters Bank to send me that note, 

‘and 1 would sue on it, and have the money made. ‘The note was 
sent to me, and I commenced suit against Elijah H Wsaton, and also 
against the administrator of Knox and have judgment, upon which 
the money will be made—and upon which I will pay my portion.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of this 
date, requesting of me a written response to certain interrogato- 
ries therein contained. Please receive herewith my answers. 

ist. I state from, memory that collateral securities, investing of 
stock in two or more of the banks of this State, together with bank 
notes of such banks, amounting nominally to ahout six hundred 
thousand dollars, were placed, in the hands of Mr. Walworth and 
myself by the Planters Bank, to indemnify us for becoming the : 
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sureties on 2 forthcoming bond, in the United States court, for the 
southern district of Mississippi, amounting to about one hundred 
and ninety thousand dollars, which we, or either of us, were author- 
_ized to discount, ifin case the bank should fail to provide the means 
to satisfy this judgment, at or before the maturity of the forthcom- 
ing bond, which I believe was returnable to the November term of 
court A; D. 1840. Subsequently, to give further time, and at the 
request of the government, one half of said securities, consisting, as 
I was informed, of the stock, was transferred to an agent selected 
by the government, and they are still held subject to the control of 
the government; but under a written requisition on my part, commu- 
nicated to the solicitor of the treasury in June last, to sell them with- 
in ten days after the receipt of my letter, and apply the proceeds to the 
debt in question. A little over one hundred thousand dollars of the 
notes received by Mr. Walworth and myself were placed by me, 
during the past summer, in the hands.of our agent for, and on be- 
half of the government, with directions. to sell them, and apply the 
proceedsas above. The remainder of them is still held under the 
original transfer to Walworth and myself. 

2d. The number of negroes sold on the Golden Plains planta- 
tion, I cannot positively state, but am qnite confident there were 
forty-one or two hands, and about sixty all numbered. They were 
sold for cash in August last to L. R. Marshall, and the purchase 
money applied as follows: fourteen thousand dollars.placed in de- 
posite, to abide the result of the suit,in the high court between Mrs. 
Calvitt and the Planters Bank, and'to be paid to her if she suc- 
ceeded in establishing her lien on the negroes; otherwise to go to 
the judgment against the bank, and in. favor of the United States 
above reférred to. The remaining seven thousand of said purchase 
money has been applied, as F am informed by the trustee who sold 
the property, in the same way, except some small balance retained 
to pay the expenses of the place while eultivated. by him, and the 
further charges. of exeeuting the trust. 

The reasons for the salé at the time when it was made, I can 
only state, so far as they operated on me. I received information 
in June last, which led me to believe there. would be a bill passed, 
rendering it impossible to realize any thing out of the assets of the 
bank; and further, that the property ‘and-effects in the hands of her 
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agents would be placed in such a situation by legislative enactinent 
as would prevent thém from being rendered "available towards the 
payment of the judgment in favor ofthe U. S. Ae surety for the 
bank, I was then liable for an amount probably not short of one 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars; and my security, though a man 
of large estate, had but a very small portion of his property in, Mis- 
sissippi, while mine was all situated within the state, and free from 
encumbrance. Influenced by these considerations, I gave a writ- 
ten notice to the bank, and all her trustees, as also to the solicitor 
of the treasury of the United States, that Í required them, each and 
all, to raise a sufficient sum of money from the assets in their hands, 
' before these assets should be réndered worthless by legislative in- 
terference, or they should be prevented, by injunction or otherwise, 
from rendering them available. No steps were taken, so far as I 
could ascertain, to effect this object, except by one ofthe trustees, 
Mr. Ballard, who advertised the Providence plantation and negroes, 
and the Golden Plains plantation and negroes. He was only the 
trustee forthe negroes and not for the land; but the other trustees 
who held the land were willing to let the land go with the slaves, 
provided a purchaser could be found. B. Roach bought the ne- 
groes on the first named place (amounting, according to my recol- : 
lection, to forty-six hands) for nineteen thousand dollars, on a short 
credit, and the proceeds were applied to the judgment against the 
bank. This still left about one hundred thousand dollars due, and 
I insisted on the sale of other property, or that prompt means should 
be taken to pay the debt before it was too late, In case of a refu- 
salto comply with my demand, I informed the trustees that I would 
hold them liable to me for any injury I might sustain, and would 
proceed to sell the assets under my control, consisting of bank 
notes, &c. whatever might be the sacrifice. 

These were the reasons which induced me to insist on a sale of 
the Golden Plains negroes, and all the other property and assets of 
the bank, by whomsoever held. I was also particularly urgent in 
regard to these negroes, because I was informed that Mrs. Calvitt’s 
claim would be enforced with rigor, when it would, in al proba- 
bility. be impossible to make them ne more than enough to pay 
her judgment. ^ 


I do not know of any sacrifice of the crop on the Golden Plains 
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plantation. The whole property, ‘land, negroes, and stock, with 
the. growing crop, was repeatedly offered for sale by the trustees, 
in the months of May, June, July and August last for thirty five 
thousand dollars, "The actual sales amounted to thirty-six thousand 
dollars, exclusive of the stock, which, so far as I know, has not yet 
been sold. 

3d. The property was purchased, so far as I. know, as follows: 
the land was sold under two executions against the bank; the first 
in favor of the’ United States, and the other in favor of F. Surget. 
I do not know the bids at those sales, but was informed by the trus. 
tees that they were to receive from Mr. Surgeta credit on his ` 
judgment, equal to fifteen thousand dollars, and he was to sell it to 
a man named Ford, for that amount in cash, The negroes were 
purchased by L. R. Marshall with the money, and for the benefit 
of the Misses Wilkins. He received the bill of sale in his own 
name, and transferred it to them. Immediately after tlie sale, I 
hired a portion of the slaves, (some fifteen in number) from them, 
and so hold them up to this time. The remainder of the lot was 
also hired to R. C: Ballard about the same time, and when I last 
heard from them they were in his possession. 

It may be proper for me to add, that my apprehensions, in regard 
to what measures would be pursued towards the Planters bank have 
been realized, and that institution (with her agents and trustees) 
is restrained from further operations, by an injunction issued from 
the circuit court of Adams county. By this process, she is effec- 
tually preverited from making collections, or otherwise raising the 
means to save my property from being sacrificed to the payment of 
her debt under the execution in favor of the U. States Government.

The following message was received from His Excellency, the 
Governor, ‘through his private Secretary, to-wit: 

To the Senate: l — 

I have felt constrained from a high sense of duty to return to the 
Senate an act to amend the charter of Jefferson College, without 
` giving it my official sanction. The third and last section of this 
act declares “that it shall take effect arid be in force from and after 
its acceptance by the Trustees of said College.” If the legisla- 
tive power of this State is vested in the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, as is declared by the Constitution, and if their acts. 
require no other sanction than that of- the Governor to constitute 
them laws of the land, there cán be no propriety in awaiting the - 
acceptance or non-acceptance of any other person or power to 
give them force and effect. This sectron admits, by implication, 
that the Legislature has not the right to repeal or amend the char- 
ter of this college without the consent of the Trustees. This is a 
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doctrine which I can never sanction by any official act of mine. 
If the Legislature believe the charter defective, they maj" amend. 
it, and if they think it too fatally defective toadmit of amendment, 
they may repeal it, and substitute such other law as in their opin- 
ion will promote the interests of the institution, irrespective of the 
will of the Trustees or any one else. BE: z 

If it be true, (which I by no meaps admit) that the Legislatura 
has not the right to pass this act and give to it the force and effect 
of a^law without the consent of the Trustees, then, in 
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my opinion they should not have passed it. at all; for. 


it can never comport with the dignity of the law making power of 
the State to submit its acts to any set - of corporations for approval. 
If the Governor retain a bill six days, (Sundays excepted) it be- 
comes a law without his approval; or ifhe return it within that 
time with his objections, & vote of two thirds may pass it, notwith- 
standing such objection; but in the case before me, the trustees 
may keep the bill under advisement six years or longer if they

NS Wi known to. (he Legislature that forgeries, to some extent, 
have already been perpetrated; and it must be a subjeet deeply 
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aleresting to the representatives of the people to protect-the 
(reasury against like infpositions in. future. With a view of 
arriving at a more perfect security in this respect, I recommend 
in addition to the safe-guards already provided by law: . 

ist. That every warrant issued by the Auditor shall be made 
payable to order, and shall be made negotiable by endorsement, 
and not otherwise. e 

9d. That the payee of every warrant shall immediately on its 
being issued, take it to the State Treasurer, whose duty it shall 
be to countersign and register it in a well bound book, to be kept 
in his office for that purpose, noting particularly the number 
of the warrant, its amount, date, and the day on which he so 
sountersigned and registered it: and no warrant which has not 
een so countersigned and registered, should be receivable for 
taxes or other public dues. 

3d. It should be made the duty of every person paying war- 
rants for taxes, or other dues to the State, to endorse the same: ir 
full, stating particularly on what.account it is paid; thus: *1, A. 
B. have this day of paid to C. Da tax collector of 
the county of E. the within warrant for taxes." 

4th. The tax collectors and others collecting for the State, 
should be required to pay the identical warrants, gold, silver, or 
other funds which they receive into the Treasury, and it should 
be the duty of the Auditor before making his settlement with 
them, to swear each one that the moneys, warrants, &c., which 
he is about to pay over, are the same identically, which he re- 
ceived on account of dues to the State. 

lf something be not done, the Treasury will be left ma most 
exposed coudition, subject to continual frauds and peculation. 

The foregoing suggestions are the result of mature. reflection 
on the subject, and Í make them under the full conviction as to 
their efficiency in producing the desired safety to the Treasurye 
If it be the intention.of the Legislature to continue. the issuance 
of this species of papèr, it is absolutely essentia] that. every pos- 
sible safe-guard should be thrown around it. "While I express 
the fullest confidence in the honesty and capacity of the agents to 
whom the people have confided the safe keeping of the public. 
purse, I must be permitted to remark that solong as the Execu- 
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, veisin any wise responsible: for the manner in. which these 
agents discharge their several duties, it-must be apparent to eve- 
ry one, thatthe law should give him the. immediate supervision 
of their official conduct. 

I recommend that a law be passed giving tothe Governor the 
right at any and at all times to make a special inspection of all 
the books, vouchers and other official papers in the offices of Au- 
ditor and Treasurer; and I ask the Legislature to prescribe the 
course to be pursued should any improper conduct be detected. — 
Will the State rely on the slow and uncertain remedy of impeach- 
ment, or will she adopt some more expeditious means of throw- 
ing off an unfaithful servant? ‘These are matters which address 
themselves to the serious consideration of the Legislature. They 
have been urged upon previons legislatures without success, by 
my predecessors, and [ should, ere this, have invited your atten- 
tion to them, but for the hope L had entertained that you were 
about to effect some radical change in the Treasury Department. 

‘The issuanee of Treasury Warrants is the fruitful source of 
all the malconduct which has been detected in these offices. It 
. isthe hot-bed of villainous peculation, in which may be engender- 
ed theft, forgery, false swearing, and multitudes of small crimes. 
To break, it up should be the first great object o. every honest 
man. Need E say then, that reposing unbounded confidence in 
the wisdom, virtue, honesty and patriotism of the Leg slature, I 
still cling to the hope that they wiil not adjourn withoug provid- 
ing the means for the most speedy uprooting of the whole system. 

Am I asked what I would do? My reply is—I would do al- 
most any thing rather than submit longer to the present state of 
things. How, Senators and Representatives, shall you and I ac- 
quit ourselves to the good people of Mississippi, if we close the 
labors of the present session, and leave the State with no means, 
present or proximate, to pay the smallest demand without hawk- 
ing her notés in the streets? Shall Mississippi still have a price 
fixed on her credit by brokers and money dealers? Shall her 
warrants for years to come, be peddled about the country at one- 
half to three-fourths of their nominal value? And above all, will 
‘you. adjourn with the fact staring us in the face, that forgeries 
have been committed, and probably will again be committed, if 
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the State centinues to emit and circulate this‘species of paper, .

. been assigned, fully impressed with their intimate connection with 
the’ due administration of penal justice, and sensibly alive to the 
"philanthropic purposes of government in its attempt to make pun- 
ishment for crime a means, of reformation to the criminal, The 
-volte.of vengeance has no place in the popular cry for punishment 
upon offenders; and the ne plus ultra of the science of penal in- 
„fiction, would seem to be tò secure ‘society from the depredations 
of the evil.dísposed, while at (be same time, habits of strict and 
regular industry were superinduced, and the moral sense, blunted 
if not obliterated by crime, be put into a course of training calcu- 
lated to restore its vitality, and give it power again, as in earlier 
and more innocent periods of life, to control action, and shape the 
. destinies of the once lost, but now renovated human being. Re- 
striction, close and undeviatingly rigid, is merey to the guilty slaves 
to passion and criminality—as such a condition alone ean give ` 
them freedom from the tyranny which has relentlessly taken from 
them reputation, wealth and liberty. As erime is generally the 
bitter fruit of long-continued lapses from a course of virtue and 
‘respectability, so must all true reformation be the result of a 
length of time, of: much deprivation and strict obedience to severe but 
just requirements, rigidly enforced ; and no moral cure of the 
mind diseased can be pronounced complete, until right is loved for 
its own sake, and wrong loathed and despised for its inherent de- 
formity, rather than for the danger which attends its ;perpetration. 
Another important demand seems to be made by the popular 
will, which is, that those who transgress the laws of the State, 
and trespass on the rights of its citizens, shall be no expense to the 
public, while they make atonement to the violated empire of the: 
laws, ` Therefore, in the American Penitentiary Code, the requisi- 
tions.of a-punishment blended with benevolence, are to place the 
-gtiminal instantly and effectually out of the reach of the influences 
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of criminal association—to make the living world & blank i te his 


vision—to make temptation voiceless—to show that the pleasures 


of vice were the seductive lures. which’ have> immured him for 
years in cells, that reverberate only to his sighs of penitenee,.and 
to relieve society, both from his M dur cd and the cost of his’ 
sustenance. ` "€ f 

As far as the laborious and’ patient investigations of your eom- 
mittee have enabled them to come to the conclusion, the resült has 
been a sincere conviction that the Penitentiary of the State of. Mis- 
sippi, is now fully answering the end of its creation; and, respon- 
ding both to the commands of justice and the anxious desire of 
benevolence Like most institutions of the kind, when first estab- 
lished, while experience had o. be acquired by ‘experiment, and 
when all the facilities for the profitable employment of the convicts 
had to be gathered into the institution at a wasteful expense, its 
earlier prospects were not its brighest; and the heavy balances 
which accumulated in- the accounts against the Penitenüary, were- 
discouraging, and seemed to be a premium paid for vice, and many: 
believed that the prison itself. was,but an expensive Staté Semina- 
ry for the accomplishment and graduation‘of eminent roghery. 

Now the prospects of the institution seem to have put on a more 
cheering hus, Greater bodily comfort and immunity from sick - 
ness exist in the institution, while its annual receipts or the year 
ending November 27, 1843, exceed the éxpenditures The pri- 
soners are well clothed ia fabrics of their own manufacture; and, 
from all the evidence which has been. adduced before your com- 
mittee, the moral aspect of the prison. is more ‘flattering than its, 
physical condition, and more a subject of congratulation, than that. 
the institution has ceased to be an expense to the’ public treasury.. 
Much. of this gratifying’ result is justly "attributable to the zeal! 
efficiency, and untiring diligence’ which have distinguished . the 
present superintendent, and other officers of the: institution, ' —— 

The neat, well-furnished, well-ventilated’ work shops, where 
busy industry: worlts out its moral’ effects: upon minds and bodies 
distempered'by crime, are most pleasing objects for the'contempla- 
tion of the philanthropie visiter; and the pecuniary profit of the 
substantial and useful manufactures, gratify the lover-of* retrench- 
aent ia public expenses, as much as the articles, themselvés please 
the advocates of home production."

peachable industry. Such complaints, coming frem.the producing 


classes, the bone and sinew of any State, demand the most respect-. 


‘ful attention, Justice itself requires, that in carrying out and per- 


feotinz- the punishment of the guilty, we should inflict no blow 
upon (he business, the security and tle prosperity-of the innocent. 
Still this subjectis environed with some difficulties which deserve 
consideration ‘before the final change of the mode of employing 
convicts, is: adopted’ and the corresponding outlays of expense to. 
effect. such a change, be drawn from the public treasury.

tried and successful course, it being quite as necessary, if not

. though. uncertain gains of new experiments.. 


Your committee ‘are of opinion that a change, in.the mode, 
of employing (he convicts, from the mechanical branches of 
labor to. the manüfactare of coarse cotton. fabrics of various-kinds— 
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advantageous to the State as it. would-be gratela} to mechanics; and l 


those who deal in manufactured- articles as  merchaüdize; 

The reasons which have brought the minds of your qommittee 
to this conclusion are numerous, and confirm their belief that con- 
siderations of public policy and. economy, as well as a just regard 
to the rights of free and unimpeachable: citizens, . demand the 
change. Sucha change could not fail, -Whenonce fairly establish- | 
ed, to is productive to the revennes of the institution, while it would 
bean act of sheer justice to a large, respectable and eminently- 
useful portion of the community, with whose ipterésts the present 
operations of the institution seriously interfere; and, by doing away 
with this interference, an immense benefit would be cónferred on 
the State at large, by the introduction, to the planting interests, of a 
home manufacture, wrought from a home staple, he Gen of 
which, from abroad, now costs the planters of the State hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually. 

It is surely gool policy for the Stateto do all in her power to en- 
courage the introduction and prosecution of every new mode of la- 
bor which may be profitable to-the State, and diminish the expen- 
ditures of citizens, who must have such, or similar manufactures, to 
aid them in bringing the productions of the soil, in good -preserva- 
tion to market, and to clothe the laborers employed in such produc- 
tion. Every acknowledged and established axiem: ia political 
economy consents to a truth so intimately connected with this sub- 
ject of penitentiary labor; and, on the other hand, it cannot but be 
at variance with the true interests of the State, to pursue any course, 
whieh, in effect, will tend to discourage the succéssful and energe- 
-tie prosecution of those branches of productive labor already -intro- 


duced in our community, and possessing in themselyes an inherent : 


power of improvement, and of conferring affluence and pecuniary* 
jndependence on all who are engaged in such pursuits, These 
facts, taken in connection with the discouraging’ influences exerted 
upon some rising branches of mechanical labor, now prosecuted in 
our State, by penitentiary competition and sunder prices, with 
the protiable increase of such injurious production—caused by an 
increased number of convicts, agd their increasing skillin the oper- 
ations.of labor—and: withthe fact that but a limited: market canbe 
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 fourid, in a community so ‘sparse as ours, for the consumption—all 
próte to the satisfaction of your committee that a plethora of the mar- 
ket will indice: a fuer interference with many other branches of 
. mechanism now-parsued. by the citizens of-the State, atu continued 
pecuniary sacrifice to the institution from such unnatural competi- 
tion, catried on both atthe expense and detriment of the communi- 
d ty and of its own, risking. the depopulation of the country, by driv- 
ing its.iadustridtis citizens and mechanics to more favored States, 
where public institutions are not suffered to compete with individual 
skill and industry; ^. ^. 

The vefy general, almost unanimous demonstrations of popular 
objection tothe present course of penitentiary competition to mecha- 
nical, prodoction at large, as well as the earcest recommendation of 
the officers of the ‘Penitentiary, invest this subject with an impor- 
portance s thal cannot fail to command the immediate attention of this 

. legislatare. -If it be an object to the: guardians of the laws and 
rights of this community to secure an ultimate saving in the expen- 
ditures of this institution—toimtroduce at the same time, a new and 
‘most useful. branch of productive labor, and proving, to the full sa- 
tislaction of individual enterprise, the advantages of an extended 
pursuit of the business: of manufacturing such goods within our own 
borders, your committee are fully of the opinion that a measure of 
more’ Importance, and one promising more permanent advantages 
to our whollicountry, or one more accordant with the general and 
expressed wishes of the community, cannot be introduced to your 
notice as législators, or yon: enlightened action as philanthropists

`" The loud complaints of the ee portion of our communi- 
ty are well founded. The subject is one which involves not only 
sustenance-but reputation; and the relative respectability of their se- 
veral occupations, as. no earthly power can prevent the accession of 
many of these convicts, when discharged from their penal confine- 
ment,.to the: occupations and workshops of industrious, honored and 
unimpeached. citizens—thus lowering the respectability of these 
useful | employments, and almost irresistibly connecting the idea of 
state prison graduation with all mechanical pursuits. The me- 
chanic certainly can have no satisfaction in the reflection that what 
hé has achieved by long years of moral, reputable honesty, and lä-

shops.of reputable and faithful attizans, Mach of the former ip- 
_debtedness of the institution, and the consequent dissatisfaction of the 
. people with its management, arose from this very species. of compe- 
tition, and the reduction of prices, so.asto undersel alt ether manu- 
facturets and vendors of like merchandize. 
It becomes, under all the, circumstances of the case, a serious 
question whether the Penitentiary. establishments, as carried on, in 
this and many other States, are not partially subversive of the social 
republicanism ofthe country. Thereis, indeed, foundation for the fear 
that the gradual tendency of all greatiestablish ments of government 
labor, isto a resistless monopoly, and.a state of aristocracy and 
privileged orders, always connected with powerful combinations. 
The depression and im poverishment of the mechanigal classes. -by 
the mammoth operations of a great State workshop, supported from 
the public revenue, must inevitably lower their position- and influ- 
ence in society, while the annual addition made to their number 
_by the discharged apprentices ofa prison, must sink. the respec- 

tability of their vocations in their own estimation, and in that of 
their connections; while, more unjust and oppressive still, these 
very mechanics, by taxation.and the part they bear in fornishing 
, the revenues to support g government, dre compelled to pay for and 
sustain the monopoly which beggars. their families, and compels 
them with the iron arm ot necessity, to. take a lower aud. less in- 
- fluential station in society. 

This must not be. Republican Miksissippi should extend her

_to give the sons of crime and infamy. a trade and a knowledge of 
same profitable handicraft, that may ensure them a comfortable 
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E when: thoy are again: let: loose upon a` community 
whoes laws-they hate; once outraged—she should never forget the 
soris-of hardy- toil ai shonest-enterprise, bound to her by the ties of 
hator and all. that 'tensiitutes- the glory of good citizenship.— 
Should the manual: force: of. the penitentiary, under enlightened 
direction, be tu rned. tothe manufacture of coarse negro cloths—of 
"begging. and bale. rope-—the: central portien.of the State of Missis- 
sippi would afford a most-profitable market for a'l-that one hundred 
convicts could annually-prodüee; -Phe raw material for such pro- 
duction. could be purchased at the- very doors. of the prison, ata 
more reasonable price than in any other mart in-the State; and if 
hemp should be required to enter into any part of these manufac- 
lures, nó county, and. .no section of country offers more facilities for 
„itg growth than the- one adjacent: to. the capital ofthe State. Make 
it. for the interest of the. Mississippi planter to raise it as a staple, 
and thousands of tons will be furnished: in two years time. The 
contiguous. markets afforded by the vicinity of wealthy cotton- 
growing counties, and: the facilities.of reaching the Mississippi ri- 
ver would, under: all-cireumstances, be amply sufficient to give an 
outlet to any surplus production of such staple articles. As ano- 
ther inducetnent for this specific change in the mode of convict la- 
bor, the knowledge of manufacturing coarse cottons is easily ac- 
quired by a few weeks’ application on the part of the convicts, and 
would involy&.the institution in little loss of time, while all en- 
sroachment: would be avoided on the rights and occupations of the 
meritorious and. ‘industrious citizen. 

Even if hemp be immediately required as raw material for such 
manufacture, it can be as easily and as cheaply tran$ported to this 
place from-Missouri and.lllinois,as from those States to Kentucky, 
where most of that staple is now wrought; and full experiments 
by- this change of convict-labor, can.bo instituted, under the patron- 
age and superintendence:of, the State Government, upon the best 
modes of manufacturing ‘the fabrics for plantation uses—whether 
of cotton, or cotton. and. hemp mixed, or of hemp alone; a know- 
ledge which. ‘must be most valuable to the people of the "State and 
the. planting interest especially. 

‘Anothér consideration in favor of the proposed: change of the 


mode of employment, isthe privacy which it secures to the convict,

once delighted, be the lesson perpetually taught them, that “the 
way of the transgressor is hard,” and that the majesty of the laws

As a brief synopsis of the political ethics which have E 
led your-committee to the foregoing conclusions and, recommehda- 
tions, they respectfully beg leave to adapt the language | of a'cele- 
brated writer on pohtical economy: “the cardinal object of govern- 
mont is the equal protection: of all citizens. ‘The moment the pris- 
oner is set to work, and the products of -his-Jabor sold; some free 
citizen is unequally and oppressively bürdened.- lf this citizen is 
induced to forsake bie now. overstocked calling and engage:in some 
other, the competition in this new. branch’ will operate. injariously 
to those already engaged in it; and this, will: continue to be the 
case, though. in a gradually diminishing ratio, through all the va- 
rious pursuits of active industry, until the displaced particles of 
of society, so to speak, SENG themselves evenly over me éntire 
surface," * 

| Still, your conimittee cati. ti give no security, that vits this pro- 
posed change of labor shall have-been effected, and the experiment 
successfully established, the community at large, will not of them- 
selves, institute a competition with the State prison manufactures, 
and beas clamorous to put dówn this new, mode of làbor, as they 
have been for a change of the present."

so asto Tender.the expense of keeping sentinels: upon the walls 
unnecessary. No sité in the State, or perhaps inthe world, could 
be more healthy than the-present site of the Mississippi Pénitentia- 
ry has been pioved.to-be. H all convicts admitted:to the Peniten- 
(art ‘were to have sound and undecayed. constitutions, sickness 
and mortality: would be items scarcely.to be found in the prison 
annals.: No place, therefore, in the bounds of the State, could be 
better adapted to an entirely sécluded imprisonment, and the ener- 
getic and’ profitable prosecation of indoors manufactures. 

The great number of highly respectable signatures, amounting 
to thousands, appended fo petitions, which have been referred to 
your committee, all protesting and rémonstrating against the pres- 
ent ‘mode of convict labor, ‘invest the subject: with sufficient impor- 
tance to justify- a recurrence to the-topie ia order to introduce the 
opinion - of Governor Marcy, when Chief Magistrate of the State 
of New York—a State that has ever been first and foremost in all 
the modern and philosophical improvements in prison discipline. 
In a letter addressed to a convention of mechanics, Governor Mar- 
cy expressed this strong and incontrovertible sentiment: “that any 
class of citizeus who yield obedience to the laws, and contribute to 
tliesupport of Government, should be injured by the means used 
for the punistiment of ralefactots, is manifestly. unjust; and a Gov- 
ernment which sustains it, neglects one of its obvious duties—the 
duty í of protecting the equal rights of. all.” 

"Se fully have-your committee been convinced of the importance: 
of immediately commencing a change in the mode of labor as fast 
as the fevenues of-the prison will-authorize, they have ventured to 
recommend the immediate appropriation of à portion of the surplus 
gains of the Penitentiary, during the past year, to the establishment 


of an iron foundry and a wool carding machine, the cost of which 
would not exceed fifteen hundred dollars. d

committee have conducted their investigations imthe most searching 
and persevering manner. ` ` The. result: will be dao in the docu 
ments appended, marked A, B; C,.D.and E. 

Your committee account for the great discrepancies. between the 
reports rendered be the Inspectors, for the two last fiscal-years, and 
the present, which we have the-honor to. present, thus : “At the. timè- 
the Inspectors made out their report;tlie inventory of stos, eis, 
manüfactured articles, materials and all.other. property. belonging.

But let not .your committee be. understood as recommending 
an immediate appropriation from the funds. of the treasury to 
bring about a change / in the. mode of convict labor, even as de- 
sirable as that change-may be. All changes. to be „permanent 
should be deliberately effected; and far better will the results be 
to both the institution and the State, should such a change be. a 
gradual one, based on the present income of the Penitentiary.:

More.than half -a million of dol- 
lars in outstanding t reasury warrants, depreciated and depreeia- 
ting w'th"every pulsation of public sentiment, beggaring those 
who are obliged to receive them at par for public services, teach 
the lesson to your committee, in a voice of thunder, that no more 
abilities Should be incurred involving ‘the State in a dollar 
‘of new debt, except foz the most peremptory and undeniable con- 
tingencies. >- 

“So déeply EE lave your committee become with this 
conviction, that they have recommended, in the resolutions they 
have the honor to append to this report, only such appropriations
